Fuel for Sabbatarians? 

Just finished reading the editorial, 
“Observing the Lord’s Day,” in Moopy 
Montuity for September. This article 
brings out several good points. In fact, 
I saw nothing wrong with it until I came 
to the end, and found Isaiah 58:13,14. 

Now what has this passage to do with 
the Lord’s Day? It is speaking of the 
Sabbath, and “the seventh day is the 
sabbath” (Exod. 20:10). But the Lord’s 
Day is the first day. 

I have read what the early Christian 
writers say about the Sabbath and the 
Lord’s Day. I have never found them 
quoting texts which tell us to keep the 
Sabbath and then applying them to the 
Lord’s Day. If the Church in the be- 
ginning kept Sunday and yet didn’t use 
such texts, why should we use them to- 
day? 

Of course we may call Sunday the 
Christian Sabbath. It is because we wor- 
ship on this day. But neither the Bible 
nor the early Christians called it a 
Sabbath. . . . Why not teach what the 
Church taught in the beginning? Why 
continue to supply fuel for the Sabba- 
tarian’s fire?—O. W. Pritchett, Upland,

Isaiah 58:13, 14—as other Old Testa- 
ment passages— applies to the Christian 
in principle only, and was cited for its 
helpfulness in showing how the Lord’s 
Day should be observed by believers to- 
day.

For a score of years November 11 
seemed very meaningful. A terrible war 
had been fought and won. It was a war 
“to make the world safe for democracy,” 
it was “a war to end war.” Though there 
were clouds in revolutions, in local wars, 
in the indecision and inactivity of inter- 
national authority, the passing of the 
years seemed to revive the shattered 
sanguine hopes for a warless_ world. 
Armistice Day was meaningful and was 
celebrated hopefully. 

But with a second World War on the 
pages of history, with the conflict in 
'Korea, with a third world conflict an 
ominous possibility, can we celebrate 
Armistice Day? 

It depends on how we celebrate it. Ac- 
tually there is no less reason for hope 
today than on November 11, 1918. If our 
hope is in men, we should have despaired

Modernists 
Outmoderned 


Our heart was made sad by the con- 
tents of a copy of Adult Student for Sep- 
tember, 1951, a Sunday school periodical 
of the great Methodist Church. There 
was sorrow of soul because undoubtedly 
thousands are being misled by such ma- 
terial, being given error for truth. There 
was grief that some leaders should be so 
blind, so destitute of a knowledge of the 
Word and power of God. 

It is not that it is all bad. It is not 
that there isn’t a sense of need. As a 
matter of fact, there is this admission (a 
confession which is twofold): “. .. re- 
Vivals stressed a consciousness of the in- 
vasion of life by the Holy Spirit to change 
a man from self-centeredness to God- 
centeredness. They called it conversion.

In statements of this kind we can see 


} a portion of the spirit which once made 
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Methodism a mighty force. But we are 
grieved by the unbelief; the naked, un- 
ashamed refusal to accept the Word of 
God as indeed and in truth God’s Word. 

We need only to look at a few state- 
ments here and there to see the evidence 
of this tragically mistaken attitude: 


“In the fourth Gospel the tendency 
to assert the deity of Jesus comes to 
realization. What the authors of the 
Synoptic Gospels, with their Jewish 
outlook, could not assert, the author of 
the fourth Gospel finds quite accept- 
able to his Greek way of thinking.” 

“A group of scholars in the last cen- 
tury even insisted that Jesus never 
lived—that the Gospels were myths. 
But this view has been refuted. Jesus 
actually lived. But the facts about 
which we can be absolutely certain are 
very meager.” 

“Does this damage our faith in Jesus? 
Not in the least! We have a vast 
amount of material about the impres- 
sion he made upon others.” ; 

“Even though we can never fully dis- 
tinguish between the so-called Jesus of 
history and the Jesus of faith, we have 
in the New Testament the witness of 
those who knew him in the flesh and 
who knew that in him God had come 
near.” 

“Tsaiah 56 through 66 is the work of 
an unknown prophet or school of 
prophets, writing at the time of the re- 
turn from exile, about 460-450 B.C.” 
All this we have heard before. The 

happy visionary modernism, unshattered 
by the tyrannies of totalitarian states, 
said as much as that. But listen to this: 

“Only after A.D. 70, and especially 
toward the end of the century, was 
there a clear conflict between Jews and 
Christians. [Imagine Stephen, James, 
Peter, John hearing a statement like 
that!] Then the dispute over the true 
Israel became very hitter and led to 
the anti-Semitism found in the fourth 
Gospel and in Revelation.” 

If Tom Paine had written such state- 
ments, if Bob Ingersoll had blasphemous- 
ly uttered them, we would understand. 
But for leaders of a Church committed 
to orthodoxy in its beliefs and practices 
to write it, that is another matter. For 
such unbelief to have the imprimatur of 
the Church (“... prepared by the Gen- 
eral Board of Education of the Methodist 
Church”) is almost incredible. 

Completely by-passing the lessons of 
our generation—lessons in history, in 
archaeology, in biblical criticism—the 
paper is committed to blatant modern- 
ism. The historical steps—illustrated by 
Germany—are unbelief, pride, disdain, 
ruin. Always it begins by questioning the 
Word of God. 

We know that all Methodists do not 


agree with the sentiments expressed in 
this publication. We are glad to count 
many, many of them as our dear friends. 
We know preachers who do not so be- 
lieve. Indeed, we would pass by the whole 
matter except for two considerations. 
First, this pamphlet has denominational 
sanction; surely there should be some 
protest. Second, these utterances are 
from ministers and teachers who by 
their position will influence all the future 
of Methodism. 

Such utterances should constitute a 
call to action by our Methodist brethren 
and to prayer by us all. Here is some- 
thing which concerns every Christian. 
The intermediate steps may change, but 
the beginning and end are clearly 
marked: unbelief ... ruin. 


Soul-Winner, 
Learn This Secret! 


What can God use in a soul-winner? 

Not long ago we were talking with a 
Christian brother who had been denied 
the advantages of advanced education. 
His mind is not particularly quick or 
keen, he is humble in appearance and 
unprepossessing as to personality. Yet 
with joy on his face he told how God is 
using him to point souls to Christ in a 
way which many others are seemingly 
not being used. Why? 

Part of the answer, we believe, lies in 
this brother’s simple dependence upon 
God in all his witnessing. Lacking many 
of the gifts and advantages possessed by 
others, he turns in simple faith to God, 
relying on Him to touch the unbeliever’s 
heart and do a work of grace unhindered. 

This is not to say that God cannot and 
does not use gifts and training. He does. 
It was for this very reason that D. L. 
Moody prayed and worked to establish a 
place for training Christian workers, and 
thousands thank God today for greater 
fruitfulness as a result of such prepara- 
tion. The man or woman who. spends 
time mastering his Bible, in learning 
effective methods of Christian work, in 
linking his various natural gifts to the 
task of winning souls should find his use- 
fulness increasing. 

But all these things are useless with- 
out a foundation of prayerful dependence 
on God Himself to work in the hearts of 
men. It is God who gives the increase. 
This fact should be at once a warning 
and an encouragement to all who seek to 
point others to their Lord. 


Liberalism's 
Seeds of Downfall 


We cannot affirm too often or too 
strenuously that modernistic unbelief— 
the unwillingness to accept the Word of 
God—has both immediate and future re- 
sults. Entirely apart from the eternal 
disaster involved by the repudiation of 
the truth of God, there are present perils 
which are very real and staggering. 

One of these present perils is the loss 
of a standard, a norm of judgment. 
Everything becomes relative. No longer 
is there a yardstick by which to test ac- 
tions. In the name of scholastic freedom 
and of liberaiism we commit national 
suicide. Because we will permit no ex- 
ternal, no objective authority; because 
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we insist upon crowning our own ego as 
absolute monarch, we open the gates to 
a defense of any kind of conduct. 

No one, according to this point of view, 
can draw the line and say where truth 
ends and error begins. No one can insist 
that right is right or that wrong is wrong. 
Everything is relative. And, moreover, 
there is no guarantee that something you 
might just happen to discover as true will 
be so tomorrow! 

What hopelessness! Men put God out 
of their thoughts. Then, professing them- 
selves to be wise, they become fools. It 
is a matter of history: to reject the 
authority of the Word of God is to accept 
a condition in which it is impossible to 
know the truth. You cannot have the 
morality of the Bible and reject its his- 
tory, its theology, or some disliked por- 
tions of its ethics. If it is false one place, 
it may be in another. 

How much better to rest in an infallible 
Word from God which has proved itself 
for centuries and which works in the 
believing soul now. 


Dangerous 
Dollar Shops 


There are signs that history may be 
repeating itself in the new nation Israel. 

Modern Israel, of course, has never 
been God-centered in its thinking. But 
during its three-year history, the Israeli 
state has generally accorded equal rights 
and impartial treatment to all her Jewish 
citizens. To a striking degree she has 
been a one-class country. 

Now a New York Times dispatch, how- 
ever, brings word of recently established 
“dollar shops” set up to provide luxury 
foods in exchange for much-needed U.S. 
dollars. As a result, a privileged class is 
being created, made up of persons with 
relatives or friends abroad who can send 
them money gifts. Not only is Israel said 
to be countenancing such favoritism, but 
still more dollar shops will probably ap- 
pear in future months. 

Meanwhile dispatches say that for the 
time at least many Israelis have been re- 
duced to living largely on bread and

food crisis. Yet the dollar shops continue 
to siphon off the very limited supply of 
so-called luxury foods for purchase by 
the few. 

Such a picture underlines the fact that 
mere ideals cannot long take the place 
of a living faith in God or obedience to 
His commands. It should remind the 
thoughtful Bible student of that other 
day when Israel and Judah had turned 
away from God, and His prophets spoke 
unheeded. In those days, too, the rich 
lived wantonly and the poor grew poorer. 

In such a situation the Christian can 
see again the need for the work which 
God will perform—perhaps much sooner 
than we know—in opening a fountain of 
cleansing for His people. When this at 
last takes place, the nations of the earth 
will marvel at an Israel such as this 
world has never seen. 

“For Zion’s sake will I not hold my 
peace, and for Jerusalem’s sake I will 
not rest, until the righteousness thereof 
go forth as brightness, and the salvation 
thereof as a lamp that burneth” (Isa. 
62:1). 


Because He 
Sees Ahead 


Perhaps you glanced at it too—the re- 
port of an interview of a prominent car- 
toon artist.

At 
the end of the way, having been kept by 
the power of God, we will rejoice and 
marvel at the grace that has made it so. 


Schools 


Cannot Be Vacuums 

One of the problems currently worrying 
educators is the seemingly growing num- 
ber of subjects which are considered “too 
hot to handle” in public schools. Among 
these are religion, the principle of separa- 
tion of Church and State, and various 
philosophies of government. 

Certain educators in recent months 
have pointed out that the clash in public 
attitude concerning these things is such 
that discussion of them in the schools 
is stifled. The schools, they say, should 
furnish guidance in these fields. Instead, 
the pressure of conflicting views is forc- 
ing them to silence. 

Insofar as educators are asking free- 
dom from criticism, they are not realistic. 
As recently pointed out by one prominent 
in the field, “Morality is the one realm 
in which controversy is inevitable.” 

There is an urgent need today in our 
educational system for men and women 
of God whose Christian faith and lives 
are their credentials, and who are willing 
to speak out for what they know is right. 
(Such individuals, of course, must have 
the equally courageous—and intelligent 
—support of school patrons.) It is pre- 
cisely here—in the area of controversial 
issues—that sound guidance is most vital.

THANKS, Then tiving 


‘4 F YHREE times thwarted in her plans 
for front line Christian service, tak- 
ing care of her 88-year-old mother 
alone in a rambling old house, so 

crippled she must cross a room only with 

crutches, Anna Vander Valk couldn’t be 
blamed if thankfulness came a little hard 
this Thanksgiving. 

But Miss Anna finds thankfulness not 
only an appropriate attitude of heart for 
the fourth Thursday in November, but 
an everyday frame of mind that has be- 
come as familiar as her own crutches. 
To her, it is the driving motivation which 
has made her average house, surrounded 
by average New Jersey suburbia, the 
heart of a far-reaching gospel ministry 
—one unbounded by suburbs, cities or 
even countries. 

Fifteen years ago, Miss Anna thanked 
God for one of her scant possessions— 
her eyesight. Then she came to grips 
with another question. 

“Yes, God, I’m thankful,” she said, “but 
what can I do about it?” 

Now she is answering that question,

using her own eyes that men and women 
in physical darkness may see the eternal 
light of God’s salvation. Since 1936, she 
has transcribed more than 25,000 sheets 
of Braille, every raised dot of it Christian 
literature—fiction. tracts, sermons, Bible 
study courses and portions of Scripture. 

Although the cost for Braille is ten 
cents a sheet and up, Miss Anna, financed 
by nothing more tangible than the tradi- 
tional “small contributions from inter- 
ested friends,” has brailled tracts in seven 
languages and has mailed them to the 
blind in a dozen countries. 

She has paid for and sent through the 
American Bible Society brailled Bibles 
and concordances to the blind in the 
United States, Cuba, Hawaii, Alaska, 
Africa, Egypt, India, China, Korea, Japan 
and Palestine. 

Not only has this woman with gray- 
blonde hair and round, unlined face 
tackled single-handed the job of braill- 
ing the Moody Bible Institute corre- 
spondence courses, but she is the self- 
appointed tutor of the blind students, the 
only one to whom they can pose their 
brailled questions about the tough spots. 


+ But thankfulness wasn’t always a part 


of Miss Anna’s life. She recalls her girl- 
hood bitterness when she realized she 
would never be a foreign missionary. 
“Little crippled girls who walk with a 
cane don’t go on dreaming about mission 
compounds in Africa,’ she reminds you. 
Accordingly, she shifted her dreams to 
gospel singing, but a tonsillectomy left 
her voice hoarse much of the time, and 
plans for service through music had to 
be cancelled. 

Then one night at the boxy little Pat- 
erson, N.J., Star of Hope Mission, as a 
blind evangelist deftly fingered his 
brailled Bible and read aloud, she dedi- 
cated her life for Christian work a third 
time, thinking then of city mission serv- 
ice. But before her plans formulated, 
Miss Anna fell, breaking the ankle of 
her bad leg. 

“It'll never heal the way it should,” 
the doctor told her. “Afraid you'll be on 
crutches the rest of your life.” 

So city mission work was out, too. As 
Miss Anna learned to manage her 
crutches, life looked bleak and Christian 
service far away. There seemed little to 
give thanks for. “Enough to eat, a roof 
over my head, my salvation,” she told 
herself one morning, “that’s about all.” 
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Was there nothing else? She glanced 


at the morning paper lying on her lap. 


She had her eyesight, didn’t she? She 
could read her paper, her Bible and her 
dozen or so Christian magazines. She 
picked up the paper with a new appre- 
ciation, and it was then she saw the Red 
Cross ad. “Women wanted,” it read. 
“Learn Braille and transcribe reading 
material of your own choice for the 
blind.” 


+ Miss Anna sat quietly, remembering 
the blind evangelist who had read from 
his unwieldy braille Bible, picturing men 
and women unable to pick up a printed 
Testament or a Christian book to read. 
She had thanked God for her eyes; now 
this was a way to use them and her own 
thankfulness for His glory. She reached 
for her crutches, swung across the room 
to the phone and called the Red Cross. 


That month, with her dining room ta- 
ble as her desk, Miss Anna mastered the 
intricacies of Braille. She learned how 
to place the thick flexible paper on her 
wooden slate and how to press her 
pointed stylus into the indentations on 
her metal slide, the guide for forming 
dots that meant words to the sightless. 
Finally, she mastered the technique of 
writing from right to left and of pressing 
out her mistakes with a blunt wooden 
stylus. 


After ten lessons, she qualified as a 
full-fledged Braille writer and was ready 
to begin her career as an at-home mis- 
sionary to the blind of the world. 


“From the start there’s been so much 
to be thankful for,” she says. “The ap- 
preciative blind, my house with its dry 
cellar for storing Braille paper, kind peo- 
ple like the preacher up the block who 
takes my heavy parcels of Braille to the 
post office. So many things—” 


+ Yet at first, from her dining room 
table, Christian work with the blind 
looked like an extremely distant mission 
field. Miss Anna didn’t even have a blind 
neighbor or a blind relative. 





Thanksgiving Song 


Tieve: are moments in every human life when the spirit lifts itself 
toward God in intense gratitude: a sick child returns tc health, a 
financial difficulty is cleared up, personal hopes are realized, and love 

and kindness is found when cruelty and indifference were expected. 
Such benefits stir a sense of homage alike by those who worship in the light 
of the glorious gospel and those who blindly grope toward someone they 
believe to be God. 

But God wants more than that. 

He wants gratitude by faith. He wants thankfulness before we have a 
shred of visible evidence that we will receive what we are thankful for. He 
wants rejoicing in hope; “but hope that is seen is not hope: for what a man 
seeth, why doth he yet hope for?” (Rom. 8:24). 

This is part of the warp and woof of the Christian life; for did not our 
Lord Himself say, “Take no thought for your life, what ye shall eat, or what 
ye shall drink; nor yet for your body, what ye shall put on.” This is a 
touchstone for the child of God. 

When the Lord Jesus said, “I call you not servants ... but... friends,” 
He gave us a glimpse into the desires and intent of the Godhead. That 
desire is for fellowship with His creatures who seek Him of their own free 
wills. 

Such companionship was possible when Adam and Eve were in the garden, 
and God came down in the cool of the day to walk with them. He talked 
with them and counseled them, but most of all He was simply there, and 
they knew a grateful, happy union until sin broke in. 

But God, who knew all things from the beginning, had before the founda- 
tions of the earth provided a way of reconciliation. That way was Jesus 
Christ (John 14:6), and this way is open to all; for God “will have all men 
to be saved, and to come unto the knowledge of the truth” (I Tim. 2:4). 

From every man or woman, boy or girl who turns to God by the “new and 
living way” comes a note of praise which God hears even above the thun- 
dering allelujahs of the angels around the throne. It is a note more pre- 
cious to Him than all the rest, because it is a song of thanks for God Him- 
self; and to bring it forth He paid the highest price, the life of His own Son. 








As that note rises from cleansed hearts set free, God communes with 
them as friend with friend, and their song of thanksgiving swells to a 
mighty paean of praise, which will honor God through all eternity! 
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But when she had laboriously punched 
out her first tract, she shipped it off 
hopefully to the Braille Circulating Li- 
brary in Richmond, Va. The library not 
only delightedly wrote back and asked 
for more, but also mentioned Miss Anna 
to some of its subscribers. Soon the

quests from Omaha for new fiction, for a 
Bible for a boy in India, for special 
tracts for a blind man in Kankakee. 

Not content to let come what may, Miss 
Anna leafed through the dozen-odd reli- 
gious periodicals that reached her every 
month. Choosing missionary names at 
random (“I know it’s unsystematic, but 
it works,” she says), Miss Anna wrote 
asking if the missionaries knew of any 
blind on their field who could be con- 
tacted by means of a well-brailled tract. 
The local postman soon began grum- 
bling, “You get more mail than anybody 
else in Hawthorne.” 

Now Miss Anna’s hand began to get 
tired. By pushing herself at top speed, 
she could finish no more than one page 
of Braille every thirty minutes. But with 
a duplicating machine she could produce 
five hundred sheets in a day. A kindly 
editor of a Christian magazine, intrigued 
by the story of the woman who wanted 
to make the gospel “felt” around the 
world, commented editorially about her 
need. Within a month and a half, Miss 
Anna had received enough money from 
his readers to buy the last duplicating 
machine sold before the war. 

“It’s been like that all along,” says Miss 
Anna. “Always something to be thank- 
ful for. 


+ “TAKE my slide, for example,” she ex- 
plains.

and service—one of the three qualities of real Christianity introduced 
last month in “Colorful Christianity.” 

The worship of God has been closely associated with fire from the very 
earliest times. In Genesis 22:6 we read that Abraham took fire to offer the 
burnt sacrifice which God had required of him. The fire of the Lord fell upon 
Elijah’s sacrifice on Mt. Carmel in that most dramatic of contests with evil 
(I Kings 18:38). It was fire which bore up the sweet savor of Israel’s sacri- 
fice to God (Lev. 2:3). We know also that fire is one of the marks of God's 
holy wrath and judgment, for “He is like a refiner’s fire’ (Mal. 3:2). 

The fire of God burned in the hearts of His zealous servants. Outstanding 
but typical is the experience of Jeremiah, who, having decided that he could 
no longer bear the awful burden of his ministry, decided to speak no more 
for God (Jer. 20:7-9), but found that God’s word was “in my heart as a burn- 
ing fire shut up in my bones”—and he could not hold his peace. That is God’s 
way of making a man a firebrand for Him. 

When we come into the New Testament, we at once find reference to “the 
Holy Ghost and fire” (Matt. 3:10), and it is not surprising that one of the 
instructive and stimulating emblems of the Holy Spirit and His work is fire. 

That blessed Spirit fire is ready to consume the dross in our lives and make 
us empty and clean vessels. It warms our hearts toward one another and 
toward the things of God. It melts our souls and makes us pliable. When 
someone prayed to be “poured out” for God, someone else prayed, “Melt us, 
Lord, and we will pour easier.” How true! 

Holy Spirit fire gives light and heart-warming cheer to God’s people in a 
dark and cold world. It creates power, and without it the Church becomes 
not only cold, but powerless. Who will deny that what we need most just 
now in the Church is the cleansing and enabling power of Holy Ghost fire? 

“Knowledge on fire” is the excellent motto of a great Bible school whose 
president has, by the grace of God, become a revival firebrand, setting thou- 
sands of other lives afire throughout the great cities of America. To know 
God, to know His Word—how wonderful; but that knowledge to be effective 
must be set ablaze by the Holy Spirit. 

Our churches are full of folk who know the Lord, who have a real grasp of 
the truth of His Word, but who somehow do not count much for God. They 
are nice people, good to have around, an asset to the church; but think what 
would happen in the church if they were to catch fire. 

The same is sadly true in our pulpits. One is often impressed by the num- 
ber of good men, well trained, well taught in the Word, eager to serve, and yet 
lacking the fire of the Holy Ghost in their preaching and ministry. Well do 
we realize that all men are not alike in gifts and personality; but we also know 
that regardless of personal limitations, the fire of God can burn in a man’s 
soul and make him a real witness for Him, be he the humblest layman or the 
most gifted preacher. 

It is a question of yielding to the Holy Spirit, for the burning away of hin- 
drances and sin, for the warming of heart and mind—for the blessed kindling 
of the Spirit with fire from the altar of the most high God. We may be color- 
ful firebrands for God!

i IRE stands high in our thinking as a mark of successful Christian living 
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which make my Braille easier to read 
than most. And I never would have had 
it if it hadn’t been for some native boys 
in Nigeria,” she adds. 

“When a missionary teacher at the 
Braille Bible School at Kano, Nigeria, 
wrote to ask for brailled textbooks, I was 
too busy with other work to answer right 
away. Then one day my phone rang. 
The same missionary, now on furlough, 
was calling me from New York, pleading 
with me for twenty-five brailled primers 
in native dialect, as well as copies of 
Galatians and Ephesians. But she had 
a special problem. 

“It seems that the skin on the fingers 
of the natives in Nigeria is thicker and 
less sensitive than that of the average 
white man. In order for them to ‘read,’ 
the brailled dots would have to be more 
prominent. 

“T was stumped. So were the printing 
houses for the blind which I contacted. 
Then I wrote to Perkins Institute, and 
though it was a strange request. the first 
of its kind at the largest institute for the 
blind in the East, one of the staff mem- 
bers constructed a special slide with 
deeper pits and sent it to me as a gift. 

“So,” she finished, “I got my slide and 
the Nigerian boys finally got the Word.” 


+ In 1942, Miss Anna gave up her nine- 
to-five job as seamstress; her ministry 
to the blind which had been an evening 
and weekend service became a full-time 
faith work. For the last nine years, with 
no set routine for either her home duties 
or her Braille, she has done what she 
could, as she could. Sometimes she is too 
busy caring for her aging mother, wash- 
ing, and cleaning the seven-room house 
to touch her Braille for days. Sometimes 
she ignores dust and mending, and tran- 
scribes for a week from breakfast till late 
evening. 

Her workshop is her whole house. The 
cellar is her storeroom, where she caches 
away stacks of paper. The dining room 
is her office, with the Braille duplicating 
machine—looking like a cross between an 
electric sewing machine and a washing 
machine wringer—against one wall, and 
her desk, used chiefly as her only filing 
cabinet, across the room. The bathroom 
upstairs sees duty as a laboratory; here 
Miss Anna applies her brews of rock hard 
putty, varnish and shellac to the master 
copies of brailled sheets so they can 
withstand the pressure of duplicating. 

“It’s thankfulness that keeps me go- 
ing,” she says. “My own, of course, for 
the simple things of life, and the money 
to pay for paper and postage to send out 
my Braille. But especially the sincere 
thanks of all the blind.” 


+ Even though appreciation of Miss An- 
na’s work came last year from the Braille 
Club of America when it awarded her a 
diamond-studded pin for “distinguished 
service,” such acclaim sounds dimly in 
her ears. She feels that it is outweighed 
by the quieter words of thanks from blind 
folk who have received her books and 
tracts. 

In a desk so full of requests for brailled 
material she can hardly close the cover 
(“I could triple the work if I could only 
get help,” she apologizes) are hundreds 
of letters of gratitude. Postmarked

A defense of the Scofield Reference Bible 


Scofield Reference Bible have 

been sold since its publication, in 

1909, by Oxford University Press. 
Such an imposing figure amply attests 
the usefulness of this edition of the di- 
vine Scriptures. 

The esteem in which the Scofield Bi- 
ble is held by many has not made it im- 
mune to criticism on the part of some. 
This is not by accident. As the Bible 
itself has been subject to the attacks of 
Satan and his agencies throughout the 
centuries, so any annotations of the 
Scriptures that hold to the infallibility

of the original Bible texts and exalt the 
person and work of the Son of God are 
liable to the opposition of the enemy. 
Peculiarly, however, most of the antag- 
onism to the Scofield Bible is exercised 
by those who are within the Church 
rather than outside of it. 

Neither the editor-in-chief of the 
Scofield Reference Bible, nor the board 
of consulting editors, nor any sane and 
thoughtful reader of it has ever con- 
tended that the Scofield notes are them- 
selves inerrant. Surely they are not in- 
spired in the sense that the Scriptures 
are God-breathed. No, the Scofield Bible 
is not without error except as the Scrip- 
ture text itself is without error. Yet after 
forty-two years of publication and wide 
use, and attacks from many sources, re- 
markably few serious mistakes have been 
discovered in its notes and references. 

It is quite true that there are some 
Bible students who disagree with Dr. 

Bible scholar and author, Dr. English is editor of 
Our Hope, published by Dr. Frank E. Gaebelein. 
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Scofield’s system of interpretation or, 
agreeing with the methcd, take exception 
to an occasional application of it. But 
disagreement with interpretation and 
proof of error are two different propo- 
sitions. 

The outstanding mistake in Dr. Sco- 
field’s notes occurs in the footnote on 
the word “evil,” at Isaiah 45:7. The first 
sentence of this comment reads: “Heb. 
ra, translated ‘sorrow,’ ‘wretchedness,’ 
‘adversity,’ ‘afflictions,’ ‘calamities,’ but 
never translated sin.” 

The statement is in itself accurate. The 
Hebrew word ra is never translated “sin”

in the Old Testament. It is, however, 
rendered “evil” many times, as, for ex- 
ample: “When thou shalt ... do evil in 
the sight of the Lord thy God, to provoke 
him to anger” (Deut. 4:25); and, “The 
face of the Lord is against them that do 
evil...” (Ps. 34:16). Ra certainly has 
the connotation of sin in these instances, 
even though it is not translated by the 
word but by “evil.” Thus a wholly false 
impression is left with the reader. The 
note is an unfortunate attempt to ex- 
plain the origin of evil which, neverthe- 
less, remains a difficulty. 

Another slip, not so serious in its im- 
plication, occurs at John 6:70, where the 
marginal note “f” states that the Greek 
word ‘“diabolos, adversary lis] usually 
translated Satan.” Diabolos, as a matter 
of fact, is never translated “Satan.” Used 
thirty-eight times in the New Testament, 
it is rendered “devil” thirty-five times, 
“false accuser” twice, and “slanderer” 
once. Since the devil and Satan are one 
and the same person, it may be said that 


diabolos usually refers to Satan; but the 
word is never thus translated. 


+ THESE admitted errors, and a few oth- 
ers of lesser importance, will doubtless 
be corrected when the mechanics in con- 
nection with publishing the volume next 
permit. It is not such rare and minor 
flaws as these, however, which call forth 
the strongest criticism of the Scofield 
Bible. 

The strongest opposition to the Sco- 
field Reference Bible has to do, not with 
mistakes of the nature of those cited, 
but with interpretation. 

(1) It has been stated frequently for 
example, that Dr. Scofield implies in his 
notes that, in Old Testament times, men 
were saved by the law and not by grace. 
But no such teaching can be found in 
the Scofield Bible. On the contrary, an- 
notations at Exodus 19:1; Luke 10:25, etc., 
make it evident beyond shadow of doubt 
that salvation, under the economy of the 
Old Testament as well as in the New, 
has always been by grace through faith, 
and that the law was not given as a 
means of life, but to show men that they 
were sinners and in need of redemption. 

(2) Again, it has been proposed that 
the Scofield Bible overemphasizes the 
types in the Bible and that it is, as a 
consequence, fanciful and sometimes 
strained. Yet in his footnote at Exodus 
25:1 concerning the typology of the tab- 
ernacle and its furnishings, the editor 
brings this admonition: “Two warnings 
are necessary: (a) Nothing may be dog- 
matically asserted to be a type without 
explicit New Testament authority; and 
(b) all types not so authenticated must 
be recognized as having the authority of 
analogy, or spiritual congruity merely.” 

(3) Exception is frequently taken to 
Dr. Scofield’s interpretation of the pro- 
phetic Scriptures. But those who depre- 
ciate this emphasis in the Scofield Bible 
have advanced nothing scriptural, rea- 
sonable, or helpful as a substitute for 
Dr. Scofield’s teaching. Certainly the 
great truths pertaining to Christ’s com- 
ing for the saints and His future reign 
on earth have been too much neglected 
by the Church as a whole. And the other 
predictive passages of Scripture have 
some solution. What the Scofield Bible 
offers in this respect, whether disparaged 
by scoffers or not, is a distinct and 
plausible interpretation of the prophetic 
Word that is drawn from scripture after 
scripture. The pattern of prophecy that 
the Scofield annotations weave was not 
initiated by Dr. Scofield, but has been 
followed by thoughtful students of the 
Bible for many years. 

The editors of the Scofield Bible were 
premillennialists, every one of them. 
They believed it to be the evident teach-

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ing of the Scriptures that our Lord Je- 
sus Christ will return to this earth visi- 
bly and bodily to establish the kingdom 
promised of old. It was their conviction 
that there can be no kingdom without 
the King and that, therefore, to suppose 
that the Millennium will be ushered in 
by man, apart from Christ Himself. is to 
misread the Bible. The philosophy of life 
of the editors of this edition of the Bible 
was based upon their understanding as 
to the time-period and manner of the re- 
turn of Christ, and the notes refiect that 
philosophy backed up by authoritative 
scriptures. 


+ THESE three examples of the principal 
criticisms of the Scofield Reference 
Bible reveal that the basic disapproval 
of it is on account of its dispensational 
point of view. Exception to the dispensa- 
tional approach to the Scriptures is based 
in great extent, however, upon a miscon- 
ception of what dispensationalists really 
hold. 

For instance, it is assumed, by oppo- 
nents of dispensationalism, that dispen- 
sationalists, as a whole, teach that the 
Old Testament must be set aside for 
Israel only and the New Testament for 
the Church, or that dispensationalists 
accept all the blessings of the Scriptures 
for the Church and assign to a conven- 
ient remnant of Israel whatever trial or 
tribulation may yet come. Again, those 
who oppose dispensationalism seem to 
be under the impression that dispensa- 
tionalists believe and teach that there is 
no obligation on the part of God’s peo- 
ple in this present age to live in a holy 
way. Or yet again, it is assumed by an- 
tagonists to dispensational interpretation 
that those who interpret the Scriptures 
according to this method disregard most 
of the sayings of our Lord during His 
earthly life, living only in the Pauline 
epistles. And there are still other mis- 
conceptions of a similar nature. None of 
these things, however, are true of the 
dispensational school as a body. 

The dispensationalist does recognize 
certain distinctions in the Scriptures, 
as, for example, between God’s method 
of testing men, in respect to their obedi- 
ence to Him, in different time-periods 
and unlike economies, as during the ages 
of Innocence, Promise, Law and Grace. 
The dispensationalist also takes into ac- 
count that Israel and the Church are 
by no means identical, and that “the 
blessings promised to the former are 
earthly, while those covenanted to the 
latter are spiritual and heavenly. 

The dispensationalist is cognizant of 
the fact that our Lord lived on this earth 
during the age of the law; that the 
Church was not born until atter His 
death and resurrection, that is. at Pente- 
cost; and that some of the things that 
He said while He was here on earth— 
but certainly not nearly all that He 
said then—apply to Israel in a coming 


_ day rather than the Church today. 


It is not reasonable to outlaw the dis- 
pensational school of interpretation as 
a whole because some few of its pro- 
ponents are so rigid and precise in sep- 
arating scripture from scripture as to 
rule out all but a few passages of the 
Bible as being profitable for doctrine, re- 
proof, correction, and instruction in 
righteousness today. It is reasonable to 
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discern that one can hardly understand 
the Bible in its entirety or be an ex- 
positor of it who does not discriminate 
between Israel, the Church and the 
kingdom; and between Judaism and 
Christianity. Such differentiations as 
these are comprehended as a result of 
distinguishing God’s dealings with men 
during different time-periods. This is 
dispensationalism. This is what the Sco- 
field Bible takes into account. 


+ THE Scofield Reference Bible is not the 
production of unlearned men. Dr. C. I. 
Scofield, who began his active adult life 
as a lawyer and possessed an amazingly 
analytical mind, was a scholarly and 
painstaking editor. The consulting edi- 
tors* were distinguished men of spiritual 
acumen and accomplishment. Years of 
arduous labor and frequent counsel went 
into the completion of this work. The 
astonishing thing is not that there are 
some errors in the Scofield Bible, but 
that there are so very few. 


The Oxford University Press is to be 
commended in that it is not an easy thing 
to effect a change of any sort in the Sco- 
field annotations. Considering itself to 
be a trustee of Dr. Scofield’s masterly 
work, the publisher will permit no altera- 
tion of the editor’s system of interpreta- 
tion. Corrections of factual errors can be 
made only after full warrant and au- 
thority for such changes are produced. 
This attitude serves as a safeguard 
against the introduction of heresy of any 
kind in future printings. 


The value of the Scofield Reference 
Bible is beyond tangible computation. 
It offers its readers courses of study of 
the Scriptures that they would find it 
difficult to duplicate in many places. 
There are the compact book introduc- 
tions that present summaries and help- 
ful outlines of the writings of the Bible. 
Well-arranged chapter and subheadings 
enable the student to follow the theme 
of each book in a ready way. Marginal 
references take the reader to other pas- 
sages having to do with related subjects; 
they also follow certain topics in chain- 
reference style through the Bible. 

The footnotes, placed at exactly the 
pages where they are most needed, ex- 
plain puzzling passages of Scripture. 
Scholarly and yet amazingly simple and 
concise summaries are given of the 
great doctrines and words of the Bible, 
as. ie., assurance, atonement, grace, 
judgment, justification, redemption, sal- 
vation, sanctification, sin. An invaluable 
index enables the student to search out 
every biblical subject discussed in the 
volume. Blessed is he that readeth this 
volume—blessed, first of all, because he 
reads God's Word; blessed again because 
he has at his fingertips, for his help in 
understanding the Scriptures, the accu- 
mulated knowledge of years of Bible 
study by godly and able men. 

If a work may be known by its fruit, 
the Scofield Bible holds a high place in

Church Musick im Old Newe England 


HE first book published in what is 

i now the United States was a song- 

book—the Bay Psalm Book, brought 
out in 1640. A copy has brought the 
highest price ever paid for a published 
book. The work of three reverend versi- 
fiers—Thomas Welde, Richard Mather, 
and the apostle to the Indians, John 
Eliot--it contains such amazing verses 
as: 
“and sayd He would not them waste: had 
not Moses stood whom He chose) 
*fore Him i'th ’breach; to turne His wrath 
lest that He should waste those.” 

The Bay Psalm Book soon became quite 
popular. (It was even used in Scotland 
and England in preference to those coun- 
tries’ better polished editions.) The sec- 
ond edition, revised by President Dunster 
and Mr. Lyon. was printed in 1650. In 
1691 the unfortunate book was again 
“pollished” by a committee of ministers. 
Other editions quickly followed these 
“pollishings” until, in 1709, sixteen had 
been printed. At least seventy editions in 
all are said to have been brought out. 

Though the grotesque wording and 
droll errors of these old psalm books can 
now be pointed out, there is something 
grand and truly Christian in the good, 
scholarly old New England saints who 
used them. Hampered by poverty, in 
dread of attack by Indians, burdened 
with hard work and harassed by “eighty- 
two pestilent heresies,” still they labored 
faithfully and diligently in their strange 
new home. 


+ As time went on, the hard conditions 
of pioneer life, with its labor and drudg- 
ery, left no leisure for the fine arts. In 
ali the colonies, the second and third 
generations grew up without the cultural 
background their English fathers had 
enjoyed. 

Meanwhile the shortage of hymnbooks 
and the inability of many in the con- 
gregation to read music or printed Eng-

English practice of “lining-out” the 
psalms. The minister or deacon would 
read the text that was to be sung, one 
line at a time, pausing long enough be- 
tween lines for the congregation to sing 
the line that had been recited to them. 
Since some of the psalms were 130 lines 
long, this was often a tedious, piecemeal 
operation, sometimes requiring a full half 
hour, during which the patient congre- 
gation stood. It is told of Dr. West, who 
preached in Dartmouth in 1726. that he 
forgot one Lord’s Day to bring his ser- 
mon to meeting. He gave out a psalm, 
walked a quarter mile to his home, got 
his sermon and was back in the pulpit 
long before the psalm was finished. 
As for singing on pitch. it was seldom 
accomplished. Even “setting the tune” 
was an ordeal. Here is the pathetic rec- 
ord of one of Judge Sewall’s attempts: 


Puritans at church. Both Puritans and Pilgrims 


“He spake to me to set the tune. I 
intended Windsor and fell into High 
Dutch, and then essaying to set an- 
other tune went into a Key much too 
high. So I pray’d to Mr. White to set 
it, which he did well. Litchfield Tune. 
The Lord Humble me ana Instruct me 
that I should be the occasion of any 
interruption in the worship of God.” 
The separation of the lines (because 

of the lining-out) often gave very strange 
meanings to the words cf the psalms; and 
one wonders what the Puritan children 
thought when they heard, for instance, 
this line of contradictions: 

“The Lord will come and He will not’ 
and after singing that line through heard 
the second line: 

“Keep silence, but speak out.” 

Many of the singing schools in the 
villages and rural areas were taught by 
itinerant singing masters. These singing 
schools led to a gradual improvement of

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the congregational singing in the church- 
es. A great number of “taught singers” 
were seated in the galleries of various 
churches, and led in the singing of the 
psalms. However, the musical battle was 
not over; there still existed the odious 
custom of “lining-out” or “deaconing” 
the psalms, to which the old-timers ad- 
hered with stern tenacity. 

It was especially trying for the singers 
to retain uniformity of pitch when they 
had to stop for several seconds between 
each line and listen to a reading and 
sometimes an explanation of the follow- 
ing line. But gradually the gathering 
storm of revolt swept away this old cus- 
tom, 

At first, the trained singers cut off only 
the last word of the deacon’s lining, then 
they trampled over a word or two more, 
finally singing boldly on without stop- 
ping at all to be “deaconed.” It was hard 
for the old leaders to relinquish their 
position. At least one deacon took an 
appropriate revenge. Having been sung 
down by the rampant choir, he rose 


calmly at the conclusion of the psalm, . 


opened his psalm book and said, “Now 
let the people of the Lord sing.” 

The Bay Psalm Book reigned supreme 
in New England for three generations. 
But with the revival of singing toward 
the end of the first quarter of the eight- 
eenth century, other influences began to 
seep into colonial church life which 
brought a slow decline in the popularity 
of this book and its contemporaries. The 
appearance of Tate and Brady’s New 
Version of the psalms in 1696, followed 
in 1711 by Watts’ Hymns, and in 1719 by 
his Psalms of David Imitated drew atten- 
tion away from the old stand-bys. The 
music was hopelessly forlorn with its 
“squeaking above and grumbling below.” 
Ere long, each singer set the tune at his 
own will and the loudest voice carried 
the day. 

Poor and confused as this jumbled 
singing was, it was a source of pure and 
unceasing delight to the Puritans—a 
foretaste of heaven. Until the latter part 
of the seventeenth and the commence- 
ment of the eighteenth century, the con- 
gregations throughout New England were 
rarely able to sing more than three or 
four tunes; and the few melodies sung 
became corrupted until no two individ- 
uals sang them alike. Yet it was one of 
the most potent influences in gathering 
and holding the colonists together in 
love. They reverenced their poor halting 
tunes in a way far beyond our power to 
comprehend today. 

Finally, church singing became so vil- 
lainous that the ministers arose in a 
body and demanded better performances. 
Many of the old people, however, desired 
to cling to the old way of singing and 
objected to the new-fangled idea of sing- 
ing by note. Some objected that the old 
way. was good enough for their fathers, 
that the names of the notes were blas- 
phemous, and that it was popish. Others 
declared it was a contrivance to get 
money, and would bring musical instru- 
ments into the churches. Many even 
considered skillful singing a sin. 


+ NEVERTHELESS, music was taking root 
in the crevices and crannies of these 
granite rocks, and was growing fairly 
well in the unpromising soil. “Singing 
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societies,’ which gave meager yet faith- 
ful instruction, were gradually estab- 
lished throughout New England. As early 
as 1717, a singing school existed in Bos- 
ton, and about this time a number of 
psalm books were published, which were 
actually primitive vocal methods. Noth- 
ing of any intricacy was attempted; the 
methods were confined chiefly to the ex- 
planation of singing simple melodies by 
note and unison singing. 

It was George Whitefield, the English 
preacher, who chiefly promoted the use 
of Watts’ Hymns and Psalms during his 
great evangelistic tour of the colonies in 
1739-41. When Jonathan Edwards re- 
turned to his church at Northampton, 
Mass., after an absence, he found that 
his congregation, under Whitefield’s in- 
fluence, had turned ‘to Watts’ hymns 
“and sang nothing else, and neglected the 
psalms entirely.” A compromise was then 
arranged whereby both the psalms and 
Watts’ hymns were to be sung. 


+ ArouND 1770, a new style of psalm 
singing was originated and introduced 
by a Massachusetts tanner and singing 
master named William Billings. Prob- 
ably the English anthems had inspired 
Billings to write his so-called “fuguing 
tunes*.’” He wrote of his own fuguing 
invention: 


“It has more than twenty times the 
power of the old slow tunes. Now the 
solemn bass demands their attention, 
next the manly tenor, now the lofty 
counter, now the volatile treble. Now 
here! Now there! Now here again! O 
ecstatic, push on, ye sons of harmony!” 


Billings was a believer in the effects 
of florid counterpoint. Although he was 
entirely ignorant of the rules, he intro- 
duced into his hymns and anthems so- 
called “fugue tunes,” which were really 
not fugues at all. Born in Boston in 1746, 
Billings as a youth was apprenticed to 
a tanner. But he neglected his regular 
work to chalk his early attempts at har- 
mony upon the sides of leather in the 
tannery. 

In spite of his harmonic and contra- 
puntal errors, Billing’s music was cheer- 
ful, rhythmic, and melodious; and in 
spite of all its “fuguing,” it was easily 
memorized. The music spread like wild- 
fire through the colonies, and many of 
these tunes were sung around the camp- 
fires of the Revolutionary army. “Ches- 
ter,” the best known of Billing’s tunes, 


*A fuguing tune would sound much like the familiar 
round with the singers of each part trying to outdo 
the others in vigor and volume. 


was often played by the fifers in the 
Continental ranks. His music was cer- 
tainly not above the heads of his public, 
and many would not have understood a 
higher form of art. 

But to some, these “fuguing pieces” 
were often referred to as being heart- 
less, tasteless, trivial, and irreverent jar- 
gon, prone to amuse the singers, to 
entertain the audience, rather than give 
glory to God. Many openly showed their 
dislike for this music and fully sym- 
pathized with the opinion of the man 
who suspended two cats by their tails 
over “Billing’s Music” door sign. These 
words have been found, “Written out of 
temper on a Pannel in one of the Pues 
in Salem Church”: 

“Could poor King David but for once 

To Salem church repair; 

And hear his psalms thus warbled out, 

My, how he would despair! 


“But could St. Paul but just pop in, 
From higher scenes abstracted, 

And hear his gospel now explained, 
My, how he’d run distracted.” 


+ THIS same Billings is said to have 
introduced the pitch pipe into the choir. 
This was a decided improvement over the 
old custom of pitching the tune by ear; 
as that often resulted in too high or 
too low a pitch. “The pitch pipes,” says 
one authority, ‘were comical little apple 
wood instruments that looked like mouse- 
traps, and great pains were taken to 
conceal them as they were passed surrep- 
titiously from hand to hand in the 
choir.” Some were carefully concealed in 
little koxes that had leather bindings 
like books, and which were ostentatiously 
labeled in large gilt letters “Holy Bible.” 

These pitch pipes were stepping stones 
to the general intreduction of musical 
instruments into the church meetings. 
This seemed to be attacking the very 
foundations of the Puritan church; for 
in 1557, the Puritans in England had 
declared “concerning singing of psalms 
we allow of the people joining with one 
voice in a plain tune, but not in tossing 
the psalms from one side to the other 
with mingling of organs.” 

In 1664, the Roundheads went through 
England destroying the noble organs in 
the churches and cathedrals. “They tore 
the pipes from the organ in Westminster 
Abbey, shouting, ‘Mark what music that

The Ten Virgins

An interesting exposition of the great parable of 
the wise and foolish virgins, which takes issue with many 


Sixth in a series of studies 
on the Olivet Discourse 
Matthew 25:1-13 


HIS part of the Word of God pre- 

i sents a similitude of the kingdom 

of heaven which is peculiar to 

Matthew’s Gospel. It has no par- 
allel in the other Gospels, and therefore 
we do not have the opportunity to make 
comparisons which might help in the 
interpretation. That is probably one 
reason we find some diversity of opinion 
as to its meaning. Some commentators 
are quite sure that it refers to the 
Church, whereas others are equally posi- 
tive that it does not. 

Some of the difficulty connected with 
the interpretation of this passage is due 
to the fact that some consider the 
Church and the kingdom of heaven as 
one and the same thing. But the king- 
dom of heaven was in existence before 
the Church. King Nebuchadnezzar had to 
learn that “the heavens do rule” (Dan. 
4:26). Even earlier than that the psalm- 
ist sang, “The kingdom is the Lord’s: and 
he is the governor among the nations” 
(Ps. 22:28). 





Dr. Armerding is a member of the faculty of 
Wheaton College, Wheaton, Ill., and a widely known 
Bible teacher. 
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In this present age the Church is part 
of the kingdom of heaven. However, our 
Lord is never referred to as the King of 
the Church, but rather as its Head. If the 
Olivet Discourse concerns events which 
will not take place until after the Church 
has been removed from the earth, it is 
difficult to see how this passage could 
refer to the Church unless we take it out 
of its sequence here. On the other hand, 
the connective ‘‘then” seems to link it 
quite naturally with the preceding chap- 
ter. And it is in that way that we pro- 
pose to treat it in this study. 


II 


The fact that the kingdom of heaven 
is here likened to ten virgins going forth 
to meet the bridegroom has led some to 
conclude that we have here a positive 
similitude of Christ and the Church. But 
we observe that no mention is made of 
the bride. Even if she were mentioned, 
we must remember that the term is also 
used in Isaiah 62:5 to refer to the city 
of Jerusalem. And from the context there 
it seems clear enough that it refers to a 
day when Israel shall be restored, and 
when she shall “no more be termed For- 
saken,” neither shall her land any more 
be termed Desolate, for her land “shall 
be married. For as 2 young man marrieth 
a virgin, so shall thy sons marry thee: 
and as the bridegroom rejoiceth over the 
bride, so shall thy God rejoice over thee.” 


In harmony with this we find John the 
Baptist referring to the Lord Jesus as the 
Bridegroom (John 3:29). But John suf- 
fered martyrdom before the Lord Jesus 
ever made the prophecy concerning the 
building of His Church (Matt. 16:18). 
Since that truth was not made known 
in other ages (Eph. 3:5-10), we must 
conclude that John was not referring to 
the Lord in His relationship to the 
Church when he referred to Him as the 
Bridegroom. 

The Lord Jesus also referred to Himself 
as the Bridegroom (Matt. 9:15; Luke 
5:34, 35). But strangely enough we do 
not find Him referred to as such in the 
epistles of the New Testament. Neither 
do we find the term “bride” in the 
epistles. It is not until we come to the 
Book of Revelation that we meet with 
that again. There we read that the 
prophet John was carried away in the 
spirit to a great and high mountain and 
was shown “the bride, the Lamb’s wife 
... that great city, the holy Jerusalem, 
descending out of heaven from God” 


(Rev. 21:9, 10). In Galatians 4:25, 26 the 


apostle Paul ccntrasts the “Jerusalem 
which now is” and the “Jerusalem which 
is above.” He refers to the latter as “the 
mother of us all,” or, as “our mother” 
(literal Greek). But that does not mean 
that the “Jerusalem which is above” is 
the same thing as the Church. 

In any case, as noted, the bride is not 
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mentioned in Matthew 25, and we shall 
have to look for her elsewhere. That the 
bridegroom is the Lord Jesus should be 
clear from the passages to which we 
have already referred. It should also be 
clear from those passages that such is 
His relationship to Israel. Then, of 
course, the unnamed bride would be none 
other than Israel herself. 

It is said that “a forgiven and restored 
wife could not be called either a virgin 
{II Cor. 11:2, 3] or a bride.” Notwith- 
standing, the same sovereign grace that 
took up Jerusalem when she was polluted 
in her own blood (Ezek. 16) can do as 
much again. He to whom she proved so 
unfaithful has promised to betroth her 
unto Himself forever, in righteousness 
and faithfulness (cf. Hos. 2:19, 20). Her 
sins will be so completely put away that 
God Himself has said that He will re- 
member them no more. He will yet speak 
comfortably unto her saying, “Fear not; 
for thou shalt not be ashamed: neither 
be thou confounded; for thou shalt not 
be put to shame: for thou shalt forget 
the shame of thy youth, and thou shalt 
not remember the reproach of thy wid- 
owhood any more” (Isa. 54:4). 

The whole of the chapter from which 
this passage is taken should be read to 
get the full force of this. The day is 
coming when Israel shall greatly rejoice 
in Jehovah; her soul shall be joyful in 
her God and she will sing, “He hath 
clothed me with the garments of salva- 
tion, he hath covered me with the robe 
of righteousness, as a bridegroom decketh 
himself with ornaments, and as a bride 
adorneth herself with her jewels” (Isa. 
61:10). 

According to Weymouth’s translation 
of Matthew 25, the virgins are the brides- 
maids, or, to use the language of Psalm 
45:14, “the virgins her companions that 
follow her.” Earlier in that same psalm 
(v. 9) it is said to the royal Bridegroom, 
“Kings’ daughters were among thy hon- 
orable women: upon thy right hand did 
stand the queen in gold of Ophir.” To 
apply that to the Church is to ignore 
the clear teaching of Ephesians 3:5-10. 
To do so would be to rob Israel of that 
which is rightly hers, as well as to de- 
prive ourselves of the light which it 
sheds on the passage we are studying. 


Ill 


The ten virgins are divided into two 
groups. “Five of them were wise, and 
five were foolish.” The latter were foolish 
because they “took no oil with them: but 
the wise took oil in their vessels with 
their lamps.” The difference between the 
two hinges on that one thing. But that 
one thing is very important. From Zech- 
ariah 4 we learn that the oil is a type 
of the Holy Spirit (see also Acts 10:38; 
Heb. 1:9). “If any man have not the 
Spirit of Christ, he is none of his” (Rom. 
8:9). 

As virgins they are the very symbol of 
moral purity. Moreover, the lamps they 
carry speak to us of testimony. But of 
what use is a lamp without oil? It takes 
a crisis, however, to make the foolish 
virgins aware of their lack. And it is a 
lack for which they can blame no one but 
themselves. 

According to Zechariah 12:10 there will 
be a fresh outpouring of the Spirit after 
the Church is gone. Says Jehovah, “I 
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will pour upon the house of David, and 
upon the inhabitants of Jerusalem, the 
spirit of grace and of supplications: and 
they shall look upon me whom they have 
pierced, and they shall mourn for him, 
as one mourneth for his only son, and 
shall be in bitterness for him, as one that 
is in bitterness for his firstborn.” 

No doubt that outpouring will result in 
what we sometimes call a “revival.” It 
is not difficult to see that such might be 
the result of the preaching of the “gos- 
pel of the kingdom” (Matt. 24:14). “The 
love of many” will be stirred up by it, 
but alas, as in the case of the professing 
Church now, that same love “shall wax 
cold.” While the Bridegroom tarries, all 
of the virgins slumber and sleep.

Then at midnight, when all is in dark- 
ness, a cry will be heard, “Behold the 
bridegroom.” “For, behold, the darkness 
shall cover the earth, and gross darkness 
the people: but the Lord shall arise upon 
thee, and his glory shall be seen upon 
thee” (Isa. 60:2). And the verse just be- 
fore that says, “Arise, shine; for thy light 
is come, and the glory of the Lord is 
risen upon thee.” But even before that 
we find other calls to awake (see Isa. 51: 
17; 52:1). Presumably there will be some 
response to these calls such as we have 
in Matthew 25:1, 7. But when the Bride- 
groom actually arrives, those who have 
no oil will be left behind while they go 
to purchase that which cannot be bought 
with money (Acts 8:18-20). 

In the descriptions of the Rapture, 
such as we have in I Thessalonians 4:13 
ff. and I Corinthians 15:51 ff., we find 
no reference to any such group. There 
we have “the dead in Christ,” and those 
“which are alive and remain,” but there 
is no hint that some of them are wise 
and some foolish. Consequently, we do 
not read of any such confusion as we 
have in Matthew 25:8-10. The events re- 
ferred to in each case are quite distinct 
the one from the other. Therefore we 
conclude that it is not the Church, nor 
any part of it, that is in view here. 


IV 


We have already suggested that these 
virgins are the ones spoken of in Psalm 
45:14 as those who will be associated with 


Israel in a coming day. And it is very 
interesting to note in that connection 
that the hundred forty-four thousand 
who will stand with the Lamb on Mount 
Zion are also described as virgins (Rev. 
14:1-4). These are those whose love will 
not “wax cold” (Matt. 24:12). It has been 
suggested that they may be “the martyrs 
of the period with which the prophecy 
in general has to do” (F. W. Grant). 

In the light of church history, it is 
not difficult to see that there will be 
then, as now, those who are wise (Dan. 
12:3) and those who are foolish. Appar- 
ently there was a time when the lamps 
of the foolish were burning along with 
those of their more prudent sisters. But 
just when the lamps were needed, they 
were discovered “going out” (Matt. 25:8, 
R.V.). The virgins’ vain appeal for oil 
is met with the advice to go buy. But 
while they went to buy, the priceless op- 
portunity of meeting the Bridegroom 
passed, and they were left outside, shut 
out from the bridal festivities and denied 
the blessing of being called to the mar- 
riage supper (Rev. 19:9). 

Whether they failed of more than this 
we cannot say. They come to the closed 
door of the banqueting house and the 
Bridegroom refuses to recognize them. 
The judgments pronounced upon the un- 
profitable servant and upon the “goats” 
are much more severe (Matt. 25:28-30, 
41-46). Since the foolish virgins had not 
misjudged their Lord, nor yet neglected 
to succor the King’s “brethren,” we may 
consider their case like unto that of a 
Christian who may lose his reward but 
not his soul (I Cor. 3:15; 5:5). 


Vv 


That being so, may there not be a les- 
son here for us? Are we not awaiting the 
coming of the Lord? Most assuredly! 

But the foolish virgins were also wait- 
ing for the coming of the Bridegroom. 
Their folly did not consist in any neglect 
of that truth. Doctrinally, if we may use 
that word here, they were as sound 
or fundamental as their prudent sisters. 
All had the same forms (lamps) ; all were 
expecting the same person. Their folly 
consisted in that they “took no oil with 
them.” 

If we take that to mean that they did 
not have the Holy Spirit at all, then, of 
course, we shall have to consider them 
as lost. “If any man have not the Spirit 
of Christ, he is none of his” (Rom. 8:9). 
But if we take it to mean that they were 
not filled with the Spirit, then we may 
well learn a lesson here ourselves, for we 
are exhorted to “be filled with the Spirit” 
(Eph. 5:18). 

In any case, let us take these things 
to heart and seek by God’s grace to be 
like unto men that wait for their Lord 
(Luke 12:35, 36), letting our light so 
shine that men may glorify our Father 
which is in heaven (Matt. 5:16). May the 
Lord use these few lines to stir us all up, 
that there be nothing lacking in our 
faith; but that we may give diligence 
to make our calling and election sure so 
that an abundant entrance into the ever- 
lasting kingdom of our Lord and Saviour 
may be richly furnished unto us (II Pet. 
1:5-11).

No Thanksoiving | 
Ina Land of Plenty |

The United States government, through 
the Federal Housing Project, provided a 
number of clean camps housing a small 
percentage of the migrants. A large 
majority, however, still live in tents, rude 
shacks or in old cars. Families of fifteen 
live in 15x15 cabins. Often, the only 
water supply is an irrigation ditch or a 
nearby service station. In some places 
as many as fifty families camp along the 
road under the trees. 

During the war boom years a few fami- 
lies managed to re-establish themselves. 
In most cases, however, the money they 
earned was inadequate for their over- 
whelming needs. And, as always, the 
neediest, due to their lack of skill and 
experience, were the last to be hired and 
the first to be let go. 


+ Topay, the migrants are an integral 
part of our country. Babies have been 
born in squalor, raised in dirt and grime, 
have gone briefly to various schools, and 
then married other young migrants. Thus 
a second generation has become outcasts 
in their own country. 

Some of the sensational books written 
about these people have hurt the mi- 
grants tremendously. By depicting the 
side which marked them as ignorant and 
uncouth, the writers have helped erect a 
barrier between the migrant and the 
average citizen. At schools, migrant 
children are likely to be labeled “Oakies” 


some of the migrant children. 
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and “Arkies.” Small wonder that the 
migrants as a whole keep to themselves, 
even refusing to attend the churches in 
the communities where they find tem- 
porary homes. 

The number of migrants is increased 
further by “wetbacks,” Mexicans who 
have entered the country illegally to per- 
form “stoop labor.” Since one day’s pay 
here is equal to eight in Mexico, Mexi- 
cans willingly cross fifty miles of border 
desert with little food or clothing, to 
work for half the usual wages in the 
United States. Though the government 
is taking steps to prevent such illegal 
entry, this competition continues, and 
further lowers the meager standard of 
living among migrant workers. 

Meanwhile the Mexicans have become 
a part of the field which Christians must 
reach with the gospel. There are also 
camps of American-born Mexicans, Fili- 
pinos, Japanese, Negroes and two camps 
of Hindus and European displaced per- 
sons. Together the migrants constitute 
a large, often neglected, field at the door- 
step of the church. 


+ Some fifteen years ago the need of 
these people was impressed upon Ralph 
Blakeman. He was a postal clerk, work- 
ing on a train between California and 
Arizona with several days off between 
runs. At the time, he was actively en- 
gaged in Christian service, directing 
men’s fellowships and teaching child 
evangelism classes. 

Reading in the newspapers of the mi- 
grants, he was stirred by their material 
and spiritual poverty. So, on his days 
off, he and his wife drove out to the 
Shafer area. 

Stopping at a contractor’s camp, he 
went to the man in charge and asked, 
“What would be wrong with my having 
a meeting under the trees?” 

“Nothing,” the man replied. 

Blakeman held his meeting and the 
people came eagerly to hear him talk 
about the Lord. 

From that time on, Blakeman has de- 
voted his days off to working among the 
migrants. He goes among them, wearing 
work clothes, talking to them as friends, 
helping them. He has given away an 
uncounted number of quilts furnished by 
women’s missionary societies, and some 
four hundred thousand articles of cloth- 
ing. At times, other Christians have 
worked with him. 


+ THE years passed and Blakeman saw 
the gospel meeting the needs of the hun- 
gry-hearted. Meanwhile the gulf be- 
tween society and the migrant grew 
wider. Blakeman saw the need for mis- 
sionaries to live in the camps with the 
people, thus proving their genuine inter- 
est and friendship. In 1947, he organized 
the Mission to the Migrants, an interde- 
nominational faith mission. 

It is not the only group seeking to help 
the migrants. Organizations supported 
by liberal churches have worked among 
them for years, offering a strictly social 
program. They hold classes, instructing 
the people in how to better utilize what 
they have. Education alone, however, 
will not change a man’s heart. 

There are also other evangelical or- 
ganizations (see Moopy Montuiy for 
April, 1951) ministering to these people. 
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A Soldier's Prayer

Dear God: 


I’m just a soldier, among many more, 

Who had to leave home and go to war. 

I never worried about death, You see, 

For I was healthy, happy, and free. 

I never prayed, for I didn’t know how; 

But I need Your help, so I’m asking You now. 
My heart is heavy and full of sin, 

So I want to confess and let Jesus come in; 

I want to be sure, if my life should end,

The field is large enough, however, for 
all who would bring the gospel to the 
migrants. For instance, from Colinga to 
Tranquillity, a distance of forty-five 
miles, there are at least sixty major 
camps besides a score of smaller ones. 

The Mission to the Migrants believes 
these people can best be reached by men 
and women who will give up their refrig- 
erators, white enamel stoves and indoor 
plumbing and live with the migrants on 
their own level, with few if any conven- 
iences. The need for such self-sacrific- 
ing, full-time workers is great. 

In view of the migrants’ meager in- 
come and large families—often seven, 
nine or even eleven children—there is 
constantly recurring occasion for gifts of 
clothing and quilts. Frequent and disas- 
trous fires in the camps make such needs 
even more pressing. Home missionaries 
working with the Mission to the Migrants 
say they can preach about God more 
effectively when they can provide some 
of these things, thus proving that God 
does supply the necessities of life. 
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+ Anp what are the migrants’ reactions 
to this type of ministry? Probably the 
best answer to this question comes from 
some of the migrants themselves. Take 
the experience of the man who is known 
simply as J. L. J. L. was three years old 
when his parents left Oklahoma and be- 
came “croppers.” As a child in the camps, 
he often attended meetings held by rep- 
resentatives of various churches. But he 
had a deep-rooted feeling that the Chris- 
tians thought they were better than he 
was, and he resented their coming out 
and preaching down to him. 

When J. L. was in his teens, a religious 
group with an emotional emphasis tried 
to reach him, but though he went for- 
ward at a meeting, afterward his life 
wasn’t Christian and he knew it. 

Then a Mission to the Migrants mis- 
sionary came, lived in his trailer in the 
camp and worked in the fields. That 
proved to J. L. that the missionary didn’t 
think he was better than he was. Also, 
he saw the missionary give quilts and

Teaching the Bible by Charts

picture is worth a thousand words, 
the Bible teacher of adults and young 
people will do well to enlist the help 
of charts and diagrams in his teaching. 

A well-prepared chart can be very ef- 
fective in presenting a complex subject in 
outline form in which it can be quickly 
grasped. Such a chart will also help lis- 
teners keep the points you make clearly 
in mind and will be valuable as an aid 
in holding attention. 

Fortunately good charts, which can be 
used over and over again, can be made 
inexpensively. You need not be an ex- 
pert in lettering to make them, and once 
you have learned the principles involved, 
you can adapt different kinds of charts 
to the presentation of a variety of Bible 
themes.

One simple and satisfactory way of 
making Bible charts is to stamp and 
paint the letters on a good grade of mus- 
lin. To do this. you must first obtain a 
set of large rubber stamp letters indi- 
vidually mounted on wood. My set has 
capital letters slightiy more than an inch 
high. Such sets can often be found in 
toy departments at Christmastime or in 
stores carrying show card supplies. 

Once you have planned your chart and 
sketched a layout—matters which we 
shall discuss a little later—it is a simple 
matter to stamp the letters individually 
on the muslin. using a well-inked stamp 
pad. Scripture references may also be 
included, since most rubber stamp let- 
tering sets include numerals. 

After the letters have been stamped, 
they can be covered or painted over with 
show card ink to make them stand out 
more clearly. This can be done with a 
small brush and is not difficult when you 
have the stamped outline to follow. 

For variety, larger letters may be used 
for titles and important headings. Pat- 
terns for these letters can be tracec from 
a lettering book, a child’s ABC book or 
a calendar. The patterns can then be 



















the outlines filled in with show card ink. 

Additional variety may be obtained by 
using different colors. Colors are also ex- 
cellent to show divisions in the outline, 
especially if the chart is a trifle crowded. 
I have made charts with lines in red, 
sub-topics in black, and the main theme 
in red edged in black. Other harmonizing 
colors can be used the same way. 

If you or someone of your acquaintance 
has artistic ability, you may wish to work 
in well-chosen illustrations. These can be 
done with wax crayons like those the 
children use in school. A warm iron ap- 
plied on the wrong side of the cloth will 
set the colors. 


+ PLANNING a chart to fit your needs is 
not difficult. First decide on the heading 
and the major events which you wish to

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of figures might also be used, such as 
books or triangles. 

Once you have arranged your major 
topics, you can add detail. You may, for 
example, want a cross between the pe- 
riods of law and grace. If so, leave space 
when you arrange your larger shapes. 
You can indicate a new heaven by draw- 
ing clouds, a new earth by drawing a 
globe or by sketching in trees and moun- 
tains. Perhaps you may wish to include 
the Great White Throne and the lake 
of fire. 

If you have plenty of space, you can 
add a considerable amount of detail, but 
do not overdo it; you do not want your 
whole outline on the chart. 

For variety in presentation, a number 
of different chart forms may be used, 
featuring squares, rectangles, circles, pyr- 
amids and lines. Some of these are 
shown in figures 2 to 7.

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In preparing a chart, remember you 
first decide upon the major items in your 
outline. After you have done that, select 
the form or forms which you are going 
to use for these major items. 

Before beginning on the chart itself, 
make several sketches. Pass them around 
among members of the family and see 
which they like best. Then before start- 
ing work on the chart, make a large lay- 
out on wrapping paper to check your 
arrangement and spacing. 

Next, decide on the colors you wish to 
use. I like to have at least two colors 
to set off the divisions of my outlines. 
If you cannot obtain stamp pads in the 
colors needed, fold a strip of flannel or 
felt, and put ink on it. Such an impro- 
vised pad can be used satisfactorily if 
handled with care. Finally, after topics 
and sub-topics have been laid out, you 
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Figure 5. 
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can decide upon illustrations and Scrip- 
ture, depending upon space. 


+ WHEN using a chart, it is sometimes 
desirable to prepare mimeographed out- 
lines for members of your class. These 
may include considerable detail, but they 
should not include the entire lesson. 
Suppose you are teaching the book of 
Genesis, for example, and your first ma- 
jor topic is “Beginnings.” Among your 
points might be the beginning of:

A great deal of detail can be included 
in such an outline, if desired. Of course 
your Scripture should always be included 
to aid class members in studying the 
lesson. 

Maps, chalk sketches and story illus- 
trations can all be used effectively with 
the chart method of teaching. Questions 
and special assignments may also be used 
to vary the lecture method. 

If you are teaching an older group, I 
challenge you to give the chart method 
of instruction a try!

The deepening world tides 
may account for the Christian’s 
serious concern to learn more 
of his faith and life. But too few 
of us even now are reading as 
much as we need to.

They 
have a heavy responsibility to 
spend the Lord’s money and 
express their love for others in 
the best possible way. Probably 
a Christian book is not always 
the best gift; but Christian 
books have probably trans- 
formed lives as much as any 
other influence. They are a 
means of grace which, like the 
written Word, can be used by 
the Holy Spirit to deepen lives. 


All kinds of Christian books 
are available for every need.

Akron, Ohio; Beirut; China; or Hoboken, 
N.J.; brailled on bulky orange sheets or 
typed with words running off the edge 
of the page and errors left uncorrected, 
the letters all sound the same. 

“I do appreciate your effort and loving 
painstaking job,” they say. “It’s wonder- 
ful to know there are such Christians as 
yourself to help those of us who have so 
little in the Braille.” 

A blind pastor in Moller, Mo., and a 
young evangelist with a circuit. of village 
churches in Alaska, thank her for her 
brailled Bible study courses; the superin- 
tendent of the Lighthouse for the Blind 
in Osaka, and a housewife in Texas are 
full of praise for her psalter hymnals. 

Each year more than thirty blind re- 
ceive Christmas cards through her spe- 
cial kindness. Buying cards with short 
verses (“Braille takes four or five times 
as much space as ordinary type’), Miss 
Anna neatly transcribes them, mailing 
the first brailled Christmas card most of 
her blind friends have ever received. For 
a man in Canada she makes up a special 
gift box of brailled cards with his own 
brailled signature for him to send to his 
sightless friends. 

Louise, resident of a Muskegon, Mich., 
home for the aged, could tell you of an- 
other expression of Christian kindness 
which went beyond Miss Anna’s braille 
work. In her first letter, Louise wrote 
asking for a psalter hymnal, then soon 
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became a vociferous pen pal. In 1947, 
Miss Anna invited Louise to travel from 
Michigan to New Jersey, opening up her 
roomy house to the blind woman for the 
summer. 


+ Bort the blind and Miss Anna thank 
God for the rays of gospel light that 
shine through her Braille across the miles 
into darkness that is blacker than phys- 
ical blindness. 

“Into the Philippines, for exemple,” 
Miss Anna says. Then she tells the story 
of Helen from Manila, who, born blind, 
was deserted by her parents. Fortu- 
nately, Helen was befriended by a mis- 
sionary, who sent her to the only school 
for the blind in the city, a parochial 
school of another faith. While Helen 
was there, her missionary-mother wrote 
to Miss Anna, asking for tracts, a hymnal 
and a Bible for Helen. 


“T sent Helen the brailled books,” Miss |. 


Anna tells. “When summer vacation 
came, she took home with her all the 
volumes she could carry, but she left 
most of her eighteen-volume brailled Bi- 
ble at the school. 

“In August, Helen wrote excitedly in 
Braille telling me she had visited her 
school during the summer and had dis- 
covered the young teachers there reading 
her Bible, contrary to the wishes of their 
superiors. ‘Please could I have another 
Bible for myself?’ Helen asked. ‘I’d like 
to leave this one for my teachers at the 
school.’ ” 

“With all this done for His glory 
through His help, how can I help but 
give thanks to God this Thanksgiving?” 
Miss Anna says. 

But Thanksgiving Day 1951 has special 
meaning for the cheerful woman who 
will probably spend the day alone with 
her mother and her dog. After her fa- 
ther’s death this spring, it seemed as if 
before long she must lose her home, so 
peculiarly suited to her Braille ministry. 
This fall, however, an apparently mirac- 
ulous answer to prayer unsnarled legal 
tangles, and she was allowed to sign 
papers that made the house permanently 
hers. 

Now that it is hers, Miss Anna has 
great dreams for the future. She’d like 
to see the large old house become a mis- 
sion center for Braille work, with a dozen 
people living with her, a small commu- 
nity devoted to Braille transcription. 

“But for now,” Miss Anna says, “I’ll go 
on thanking God for His goodness, then 
giving what little I have for His service.”

How the Bible Came to Iceland 
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By B. L. HANSON

AWMAN Odd Gottskalksson is almost 
L forgotten, even in Iceland. Yet he 
made a translation of the New Tes- 
tament worthy to stand beside the Eng- 
lish Authorized Version and Luther’s 
German translation. It matches these 
superb versions in piety and beauty of 
language alike. But 1940, the four hun- 
dredth anniversary of the Gottskalksson 
New Testament, found the world aflame 
and in no mood to give thought to words 
spoken in Palestine nineteen centuries 
before. much less to celebrate their 
translation into a little known language. 
No one knows when Lawman Odd was 
born. Probably before 1505, certainly not 
much later. As the son of Gottskalk 
Nicolasson, bishop of Holar, he was sent 
to Norway to be educated. He returned 
home some time before his father died, 
in 1520, and worked in the diocesan of- 
fice. 

After his father’s death he went again 
to the continent and traveled extensively 
in Denmark and Germany. There he be- 
came interested in the Reformation, but 
for a time he continued in the Roman 
Catholic Church. His doubts were too 
strong for him to remain a good Catho- 
lic, yet he could not bring himself to 
accept the Reformed doctrine. 

He determined to let God decide for 
him. On three successive nights he arose 
and prayed God to open his heart to the 
true faith. It is related that after the 
third night he could not remember the 
tenets of the Roman church, but the 
Reformed faith was perfectly clear to 
him. 

Odd returned to Iceland, but found 
that the country was still solidly Cath- 
olic. There were a few individual Luther- 
ans, but the Reformation had not yet 
made any converts outside of a narrow 
circle of churchmen. Odd settled in the 
household of the bishop of Skalholt, Og- 
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mund, who had been a friend of his 
father’s, but was bitterly opposed to 
Protestantism. There he fitted up a dis- 
used stable and began in secret to make 
his translation of the Gospel of Matthew. 
Thus the book of Christianity in Ice- 
landic had as humble a beginning as did 
its Founder. 

No better time could have been select- 
ed for translating the New Testament. 
The language still retained the vigor and 
grandeur that mark the Sagas. No better 
man could have been found to make the 
translation. His mind was filled with the 
glory of God, and his heart with the love 
of Christ. The beauty and simplicity of 
the doctrines of Christ were perfectly 
mirrored in his version. 

In the next few years various parts of 
the Old Testament were put into Ice- 
landic. In 1584 Bishop Gudbrand Thor- 
laksson combined these fragments and 
himself translated those parts of the Old 
Testament which had not been done be- 
fore. While his work never reached the 
heights attained by Odd’s translation of 
the New Testament, it made the Word 
known and loved in every home in Ice- 
land. Very sensibly the bishop retained 
Odd’s New Testament, only bringing the 
spelling into line with that of his Old 
Testament. Except for one unfortunate 
experiment in 1728, “Gudbrand’s Bible” 
was the basis for every edition in the 
next two hundred years. 

In 1807, the British and Foreign Bible 
Society brought out an edition of the 
New Testament, the first since 1609. It 
was followed, in 1813, by the notorious 
“Harmagrut” Bible, so called for its most 
famous misprint. Lamentations in Ice- 
landic is called “the Bitter Tears,” but 
the edition of 1813 made it read “the 
Bitter Oil Leavings.” The book abounded 
in other misprints as bad as this, if not 
quite so striking. However, it was per- 


fection itself compared with what was 
to come. 

Magnus Stephensen was a man who 
combined energy, patriotism—and no 
sense at all. He adhered to a Deistic ra- 
tionalism of the most dreary sort. He suc- 
ceeded in collaring the only printing 
press in Iceland and issued a paraphrase 
of the New Testament after his own 
image. All real or supposed anthropo- 
morphisms were suppressed. Not even a 
hint was allowed that the Son of Man 
was the Son of God. Any passage that 
did not agree with Magnus’ views of 
“sensible” Christianity was altered or 
dropped. The language of his version was 
debased, ungrammatical, and full of for- 
eign words. It was devoid of both re- 
ligious and literary value. 

The entire Bible was given the same 
treatment in 1841. The money for it was 
raised in England by Henderson, of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society. He 
himself was a true evangelical, but he 
was almost completely ignorant of the 
Icelandic language. Sfephensen’s follow- 
ers led him by the nose. 

A second edition of this monstrosity 
appeared in 1859. In the meantime all 
evangelical Christians, and notably Jon 
Thorlaksson who translated Milton, were 
protesting vigorously but were helpless. 
The only press was in the hands of the 
“reformers.” 

Again the British and Foreign Bible 
Society decided to issue an Icelandic 
Bible. They were persuaded, probably by 
the Icelandic Bible Society, which was 
still in the hands of the “reformers,” to 
use the edition of 1859. Eirikr Magnusson, 
a brilliant Icelandic scholar, was taken to 
Oxford to supervise publication. However, 
he seemed to take little interest in it and 
the edition appeared filled with mis- 
prints. 

It was not until 1908 that a responsible 
translation of the Bible was again made 
available. Haraldur Nielsson, a professor 
of theology, translated the Old Testa- 
ment. The New Testament was translat- 
ed by Bishop Thorhallur Bjarnarson, 
along with Jon Helgason and Eirikr 
Briem of the University of Reykjavik. 

This is the first Icelandic translation 
to be made directly from the originals. 
It is a trifle prosy, like the “modern lan- 
guage” versions in English. But it is ac- 
curate and devout, an infinite improve- 
ment over the perversions of the nine- 
teenth century. 

The people of Iceland can again read 
their Bibles with confidence. But schol- 
ars, students and devout Christians alike 
wish that Lawman Odd’s version were 
still available. After all, where would we 
be if the King James Bible were only 
to be found in museums and libraries 
across the sea?*

PAKISTAN. Conditions in Pakistan 
are still far from satisfactory for those 
who are not Mohammedans. The pre- 
mier, Liaquat Ali, has assured the people 
that “minorities have nothing to fear in 
an Islamic state.” However, there is a 
wide difference between the official pro- 
nouncements of the higher officials and 
the actual practices of local authorities. 
It is reported that Pakistan Christians, 
who number about 400,000, are being 
treated as aliens in their own country 
because of their faith. A Hindu minister 
is said to have resigned his position with 
the government because he could see no 
possibility for his people to receive equal 
treatment. Actually, the Moslem idea of 
religious liberty does not contemplate 
equality for non-Moslems with Moslems. 
It involves only a toleration of the exist- 
ence of racial and religious minorities in 
a sort of second-rate citizenship. if in- 
deed any rights of citizenship at all are 
aliowed. 

Conditions among the Jews in neigh- 
boring Afghanistan, a Moslem country, 
are also in disagreement with Liaquat 
Ali’s statement that “minorities have 
nothing to fear in an Islamic state.” 
There are said to be about 4,500 Jews in 
Afghanistan. Recently it was reported 
that the Jews of Kheriat, Kandahar, 
Gahazani and other towns were forcibly 
driven from their homes into the walled 
ghetto of Kabul, the capital. Jews were 
prohibited from free travel as well as 
from trading in certain commodities. spe- 
cial lists of which have been issued. A 
special war tax, too, has been imposed on 
them in lieu of military service. The 
Afghan Jews are said to be eager to mi- 
grate to Israel, but exit permits are being 
withheld by the government. 


ISRAEL. At the close of March. ac- 
cording to plan, the Moravian Mission in 
Jerusalem was to relinquish to public 
health authorities of the state of Israel 
the full care of its leper home. Ever since 
1867 the Moravians have devotedly car- 
ried on this work of love and it will be 
an occasion of regret for many that the 
work is now to be taken over by a govern- 
ment agency. However, as the mission 
board explains it, the situation has great- 
ly changed today. When the work was 
first started, the leper was an outcast, 
feared and shunned. Today he is recog- 
nized as a sick man whom the state 
should help, and the new state of Israel 
is both able and willing to assume this 
responsibility. The nurses now working 
in the home are to be transferred to leper 
work in other fields under the Moravian 
Mission. 


BRAZIL. Southern Baptists report a 
completely modern, well-organized re- 
vival campaign in Recife, a Brazilian 
port city of half a million people. The 
campaign featured a week of simultane- 
ous revival meetings in the thirty-eight 
local Baptist churches, following a pre- 
paratory week of prayer services and in- 
tensive visitation. More than 200,000 in- 
vitations were distributed by the city’s 
6,000 Baptists. A constant patrol of the 
market places by cars equipped with pub- 
lic address systems kept the revival be- 
fore the city’s populace.

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cal nor legislative authority, and all co- 
operation is voluntary. Yet it was thought 
advisable for the missions to work to- 
gether on such projects as evangelism, 
literature and youth camps, as well as 
in the planning of a second general 
spiritual life gathering for the mission- 
aries. The new organization is not affili- 
ated with any group outside the country, 
but the missions in it are all doctrinally 
fundamental. 


VENEZUELA. An order to leave the 
Perija district, seventy miles west of 
Maracaibo, was given to missionary Ed- 
ward Nilsen, of the Evangelical Alliance 
Mission, by civil authorities late in Janu- 
ary. Venezuelan Evangelical preachers in 
the district were also ordered to leave. 
Basis for this action, which is somewhat 
unusual in a country whose official atti- 
tude generally favors religious liberty, is 
said to be a 1944 contract between the 
government and the Capuchin monks. 
This agreement constituted Perija and 
parts of three other districts into a 
vicariato misional, with the monks hav- 
ing exclusive right to civilize dnd indoc- 
trinate the wild Indians of the territory. 
However, the Evangelical missionaries 
object that the monks have erroneously 
assumed spiritual responsibility, not only 
for the Indians but also for the civilized 
population of the whole region. The order 
of expulsion has appealed to the Ministry 
of Justice, in Caracas. 

Some months later the Ministry hand- 
ed down a decision against the Evangel- 
icals. It was not only in line with the 
current trend in South America contrary 
to the principles of religious liberty, but 
according to report it contains a state- 
ment on the subject which sounds like 
an echo of the Franco dictatorship in 
Spain. The director of the department 
is said to have ruled that, while the 
Venezuelan constitution guarantees reli- 
gious liberty, such freedom is interpreted 
to include only one’s private beliefs and 
does not give the right to propagate those 
beliefs, to teach, or to seek to win con- 
verts. It requires no imagination to see 
how dangerous such a doctrine is, not 
only to the Evangelical cause throughout 
the country but also to any true religious 
liberty. It is expected that the appeal 
will be carried to the Supreme Court. 
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LITTLE WORDS 


REPOSITIONS, but what a wealth of 

meaning! Two prepositions in Greek 
mean “from”: 416 (apo), “from the edge 
of,” and &/ek), “out from within.” 

Ek is used in John 12:32: “And I, if I 
be lifted up out from within the earth, 
will draw all to me.” The expression “be 
lifted up” was used in the first century 
for crucifixion. The use of ek here points 
to the burial of our Lord in Joseph’s 
tomb, His resurrection in the body in 
which He died, and His ascension to 
heaven. A dead Christ on a cross can 
neither draw a sinner to Himself, nor 
save him. But a crucified, risen, ascended 
Saviour has the drawing power to do 
both. 

In Hebrews 5:7 (A.V.) we have the 
statement that our Lord, during His life 
on earth, prayed to be saved from death, 
and God answered His prayer. To be 
saved from death means to be kept from 
dying. That statement as it stands (A.V.) 
is simply not true. Our Lord did die. The 
preposition is ek. He prayed to be saved 
out from within death. That means that 
He fully expected to die, and then prayed 
to be raised out from within the grip of 
death. 

That prayer we find in Psalm 22, which 
is thought by many to have been uttered 
on the cross by our Lord. In verses 1-5 we 
have our Lord’s description of His spir- 
itual, heart sufferings in relation to God 
the Father and God the Spirit; in verses 
6-13 His heart sufferings in relation to 
the treatment man accorded Him; in 
verses 14-18 His physical sufferings; in 
verses 19-21 His prayer for resurrection; 
and in verses 22-31 His thanksgiving for 
answered prayer before He even died. 

In Hebrews 12:2 we have (A.V.): “who 
for the joy that was set before Him, en- 
dured the cross.” The correct interpreta- 
tion hinges on the meaning of the prepo- 
sition “for.” The generally accepted 
meaning is that in consideration of cer- 
tain joy set before our Lord, He endured 
the cross. The Greek preposition is dvir 
(anti), the predominant meaning of 
which in the first century was “instead 
of.” It is so used in Luke 11:11: “If he 
ask a fish, will he for (anti, instead of) 
a fish give him a serpent?” The English 
word “for” has the meaning of “instead 
of” where the context so indicates. A 
wider context, such as Philippians 2:5-8,

where we see the self-emptying of the 
Son of God as He approached the cross, 
indicates that He suffered on the cross 
~ without a thought of Himself or any re- 
ward that might accrue to Himself. 

The word “set” is xeipac (kKeimai). The 
idea is not that of placing something be- 
fore our Lord, but of: something then 
present with Him, the joys of heaven. 
Instead of these, He endured the cross. 
The translation more clearly given is, 
“who instead of the joy lying before Him, 
endured the cross.” - 
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THE COST OF REDEMPTION 

What is the meaning of the words 
“and it ceaseth forever,” in Psalm 49:8? 
Could they be translated in some other 
way to bring out the meaning more 
clearly ?—W.T.. Greenville. S.C. 

Verses 7-9 of this psalm read: ‘None 
of them can by any means redeem his 
brother, nor give to God a ransom for 
him: (for the redemption of their soul is 
precious, and it ceaseth forever:) that he 
should still live forever, and not see 
corruption.” Verses 7 and 9 are connected, 
verse 8 being a parenthesis. This supports 
the explanation that no man (the rich 
are particularly in view) can give God a 
ransom that delivers another from death 
(the meaning of the word corruption in 
v. 9), so that he should continue to live 
without going down into the pit. No 
amount of money or anything else can by 
any means purchase from God a pro- 
longation of life or immortality. This is 
the primary meaning of redemption in 
verse 8, as too precious or costly for man 
to purchase. 

The words “it ceaseth forever” have 
presented great difficulty. The construc- 
tion is such that a number of renderings 
or meanings are possible. Some interpret 
them to mean that this redemption is so 
precious or costly that even the wealth- 
iest must forever cease to attempt it or 
think of it. Some have thought of it in 
terms of redemption from sin as accom- 
plished once for all, and therefore ceas- 
ing forever. Although this is, of course, 
a great truth, it is not primarily in the 
immediate context, the word “soul” 
simply standing for the life. 

The view that seems most plausible 
and more in agreement with the context 
is that “it [man, or the life] ceases [to be] 
forever.” This emphasizes further the im- 
possibility of redeeming life from the pit. 
It cannot be done during the lifetime, 
and once life is gone, it is gone forever 
and therefore all hope of redemption 
with it. Such a view finds support inh 
Isaiah 38:11, where the same word, in a 
phrase translated “with the inhabitants 
of the world,” rather means “among 
those that have ceased to be,” as the des- 
tiny of the inhabitants of the world. 

But all this does lead to the thought of 
true redemption. While man can by no 
means effect it, verse 15 states: “But God

the grave: for he shall receive me” (that 
is, the one believing Him). In this con- 
nection it is of interest to observe that 
Bishop Horne in his commentary on the 
Psalms quotes, in a note, from the French 
preacher Bossuet to the effect that a 
Jewish interpreter, Rabbi Moses Haz- 
arden, understood the words of verses 
8 and 9 of King Messiah, who having died 
for the redemption of his brethren, after- 
ward liveth forever, as Isaiah predicted 
in 53:10. 
++ + 


THE CALL OF MOSES 

Acts 7:25 states that Moses “supposed 
his brethren would have understood how 
that God by his hand would deliver 
them” (that is Israel). But the order 
of events in Exodus 2 and 3 places his 
call after the slaying of the Egyptian 
to which Acts 7:25 refers. How could 
Moses suppose this then when he had 
not received his call?—A.M.C., Congo 
Belge. Africa 

Since Acts 7:25 states that Moses “sup- 
posed his brethren would have under- 
stood” that he was to be their deliverer, 
then he must have been aware of such a 
mission at that time, and probably some 
among the people also were aware of it. 
The incident of Exodus 3 is rather a 
recalling of Moses to his mission. His re- 
luctance to answer this reminder and 
recalling to the task reveals the con- 
sciousness of his early failure. due per- 
haps to a premature attempt governed by 
impetuosity. Perhaps the time had not 
yet been ripe nor the people nor Moses 
ready for the task. Perhaps his reluctance 
to answer the call was due also to the 
contentment and complacence of forty 
years of shepherd life near the wilder- 
ness. 

But it is not difficult to understand 
that Moses realized his destiny and mis- 


sion from an early age. He was an extra- . 


ordinary child to begin with. His parents, 
as persons of faith, realized this. They 
were aware of God’s promise of deliver- 
ance. His mother had the care of him for 
several years and no doubt contact with 
him after his entry to the Egyptian 
palace. The words of Hebrews 11:24-27 
can refer only to that period before 
forty years of age and his escape to the 
wilderness; and they certainly give evi- 
dence of a sense of his calling. Ancient 
Hebrew legend and tradition has many 
stories about Moses also, especially of his 
visits to and compassion upon his suffer- 
ing brethren in their bondage while he 


was still a youth, and how he shared 
their burdens.

THE FIRST PROMISE OF CHRIST 

Please explain Genesis 3:15. Is _ this 
the first promise of Christ?—0O.B.F., 
Illinois 

This verse has always been regarded as 
the root of all Messianic prophecy. An 
ancient Jewish paraphrase of the Scrip- 
tures inserts the word “Messiah” in this 
verse and explains that its terms will be 
fulfilled in the days of Messiah. The lan- 
guage of Genesis 4:1 suggests that even 
Eve thought the promise of ‘a coming 
one” fulfilled in the person of Cain. She 
was right in her expectation, but wrong, 
of course, in the person of its fulfillment. 

The serpent, evidently, and also ac- 
cording to ancient Jewish interpretation, 
is a figure of the one in whom all evil 
is concentrated and in whom it culmin- 
ates. In Revelation 12:9, he is called “the 
great dragon ... that old serpent, called 
the Devil, and Satan, which deceiveth 
the whole world.” The reference to Gene- 
sis 3 is unmistakable and striking, as well 
as the mention in Revelation 12 of the 
“woman” and her “man child” against 
whom Satan wars. 

So also the woman’s seed, while it may 
also be collective in a sense, is concen- 
trated and culminates in a person, the 
Deliverer, the Redeemer, who is Messiah, 
the “Son of Man,” as over against the 
“man of sin.” So Christ was that “seed” 
(Gal. 3:16) who came to destroy the devil 
and his works (Heb. 2:14; I John 3:8). 

The mention of the woman’s seed 
rather than the man’s seed is not only 
the appropriate judgment that through 
the one whom he had deceived would 
come Satan’s doom, but also a striking 
intimation of the virgin birth of Messiah, 
a birth without the concurrence of man. 
And in the bruising of the heel of the 
woman’s seed and the crushing of the 
head of the serpent’s seed, both the 
suffering and the triumph of Messiah are 
sketched in a single stroke in this first 
great prophecy of Scripture. In fact, the 
rest of the Bible is a development and 
explanation of “the nature of this strug- 
gle, the persons who wage it, and the 
manner and consequences of the victory 

. till revelation at last reaches its 
cornerstone in Christ.”

SIN AGAINST GOD ONLY 

How could David say to God concern- 
ing his great sin against Bathsheba and 
Uriah, “Against thee, thee only, have I 
sinned” (Ps. 51:4; II Sam. 12:13, italic 
ours) ?—W, C., Chicago, Ill. 

It is scarcely possible to suppose that 
in this statement David at all denies or 
even minimizes his great wrong and 
crime against his fellow beings. But in 
his deep contrition of heart on realizing 
the blackness and baseness of his crime, 
his whole horizon is filled with the dark- 
est aspect of his evil deeds as sin against 
the God who had exalted him to the 
place of king and shepherd over His 
covenant people, against Him in whom 
there is no sin, who is “of purer eyes than 
to behold evil,” who cannot “look on 
iniquity” (Hab. 1:13). 

It is this that weighs so heavily upon 
him in the profound repentance and grief 
described in Psalm 51, especially as he 
remembers God’s wonderful deliverances 
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and dealings with him. 

As king of God’s people and therefore 
as God’s representative, he had failed in 
his responsibilities, prostituted his high 
office and its powers, and debased him- 
self. In this crime, and the indictment 
by Nathan, the prophet emphasizes this 
(II Sam. 12:1-13); he had been a false 
shepherd. The Word of God nowhere 
underestimates the injury and evil which 
man’s sin does to his fellow man. 

Nevertheless, the words of David are 
strictly and profoundly true in stating 
that he had sinned against God only. For 
it is only in relation to God that injus- 
tice and injury, evil and crime against 
our tellow men become sin. The evil 
against our fellow men is sin against God.

PAUL AND THE SABBATH 

Did the apostle Paul use the seventh 
day of the week as a time for regular 
public worship and preaching to the 
Gentiles, as a certain article I have read 
affirms, giving such Scripture references 
as Acts 17:2; 18:4, 11, and also Acts 
13:14, 42, 44? 

A claim must be weak indeed which re- 
sorts for its support to such references 
as those mentioned above. These verses 
do state that the apostle went into the 
synagogue on the seventh day, but his 
object was to preach Christ to the Jews. 
Where else would he go but to the syna- 
gogue to reach the Jews in numbers with 
the gospel message? And when else would 
he go into the synagogue to Jews without 
Christ and under the law but on the 
seventh day? Any claim on the basis of 
these verses that Paul “used the seventh 
day of the week as a time for regular 
public worship” is false. 

As for the Gentiles mentioned in Acts 
13:42, they were the “God-fearers” or 
proselytes attracted to the simplicity and 
dignity of Jewish monotheism. They nat- 
urally attended the synagogue on the 
Jewish sabbath together with the Jews. 
And “almost the whole city” which came 
to hear Paul preach must also, of course, 
come to the synagogue on the Jewish 
sabbath, since that was when and where 
Paul preached. Paul’s purpose was cer- 
tainly not worship with unbelieving Jews 
on their Sabbath, but to take advantage 
of their coming together on their Sab- 
bath, to preach in love the gospel of 
Christ. 

In complete contrast to this claim, one 
wonders why no mention is made of Acts 
20:7 which reads: “And upon the first 
day of the week, when the disciples came 
together to break bread, Paul preached 
unto them .. .” (italics ours). This cer- 
tainly was worship, and evidently, even 
at this very early date, the practice of 
the early Church.

is, that is lawful for a Puritan to dance,’ 
and they sold the metal for pots of ale.” 
In all of England, only four or five 
organs were thus left uninjured. 
Naturally, the New England Puritans 
for some time vehemently rejected the 
use of musical instruments in the 
churches. “Cotton Mather declared that 
there was not a word in the New Testa- 
ment that authorized the use of such aids 
to devotion.” The ministers preached 
long and hard on the text from the 
prophecy of Amos, “I will not hear the 
melody of thy viols,” while ignoring the 
other half of the verse: “Take thou 
away from me the noise of thy songs.” 
Fiddle playing was especially intoler- 
able to the church people because it 
brought to mind the low, tavern dance 
music. The ministers, gleaning from their 
abundance of biblical knowledge, con- 
tinuously hurled text after text at the 
“fiddle players.” However, after much 


‘controversy, a satisfactory compromise 


was agreed upon by which violins were 
allowed in many meetings. The per- 
formers “would play the fiddles wrong 
end up.” Supposedly in this manner they 
ceased to be fiddles and became small 
bass viols. 

At another time, a church member, in 
derisive opposition to a clarinet which 
had been “voted into the choir,” brought 
into meeting a fish horn, which he blew 
loud and long to the complete rout of 
the clarinet player and the choir. When 
reproved for his action, he stoutly re- 
plied that, if one man could blow a horn 
in the Lord’s house on the Sabbath day, 
he guessed he could too, and he had to 
be bound over to keep the peace before 
the following Sunday. 

In 1713, an organ was imported from 
England by Mr. Thomas Brattle of 
Boston, but the congregation refused his 
gift (as he was afraid they would). After 
the Puritans had fought fiercely against 
having an organ in Boston, it was at 
last quietly placed in the Episcopalian 
King’s Chapel. Speaking of another situ- 
ation under the date of May 16, 1785, 
Ezra Stiles notes in his diary: 

“They have lately determined to set

“eee yd the old Brick or first 
Bo. founded in 1629. The 

neuer 8 was against it, but Mr. Clark, 
his colleague, and the Congregn. in 
— were for it. This spring the 
house was repaired and Dr. C.

mon on acct. of his great age. The 
people or to get an organ waited 

= ie Dr. who told them that it would 

not be long before he was in his grave 

—he knew that before his he was 

cold there they would have an organ— 

and they might do as they pleased.” 

The words of the venerable Dr. 
Chauncey show the conservatism of old 
age resisting innovations. In his lifetime, 
Dr. Chauncey had seen the change from 
very poor singing without any instru- 
mental accompaniment to the use of 
tuning forks for the benefit of choirs. 
He had seen the bass viol introduced into 
the churches and come into fairly gen- 
eral use by the end of the eighteenth 
century. Yet, as late as 1800, it is said 
that there were fewer than twenty organs 
in all New England. 


+ THERE were two. distinct groups 


among the contemporaries and successors 
of William Billings: those who caught 
the spirit of his lively “fuguing pieces,” 
and others who were violently opposed 
to their style as trivial and undignified. 
Clergymen were often in sympathy with 
the latter group, for they began to realize 
that the pendulum in favor of popular 
music had swung a little too far, and 
that some of the music sung in church 
was little suited to worship. 

It must be admitted that the parsons 
who took this stand were probably right. 
Had their opposition been against true 
contrapuntal choral music, against the 
lofty part-writing of a Bach or Handel, 
the controversy would have been a 
different matter. ut we can well sym- 
pathize with those who hated to see 
their worship halted by the meaningless 
repetitions of Billing’s “fugues.” 

The story is told of a venerable clergy- 
man, at the time too aged and feeble to 
preach, seated in the front pew of a 
Worcester church. When a quartet of 
singers began to render a rather operatic 
arrangement of a sacred song, he rose, 
erect and stately, to his full gaunt height, 
turned slowly around and glanced re- 
proachfully over the frivolous congre- 
gation. Then wrapping his black cloak 
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around his spare, lean figure, he took his 
shovel hat and his cane, and stalked 
indignantly and sadly the whole length 
of the broad central aisle, out of the 
church, thus making a last but futile 
protest against modern innovations in 
church music. 

Many, in whom the Puritan instincts 
and blood are still strong, sympathize 
internally with him in this feeling; cer- 
tainly the sublime simplicity and deep 
piety in which the old Puritan psalm 
tunes abound has seldom been attained 
in the modern church songs. Even per- 
sons without musical background feel the 
power of such a tune as “Old Hundred”; 
and more modern and more difficult 
melodies, though they charm with their 
harmony and novelty, can never equal it 
in impressiveness nor in true religious 
influence. 

This, of course, is but one side of a 
time-honored controversy which survives 
to our own day. Nonliturgical worship 
has frequently allowed the introduction 
of music that seems to sensitive ears 
unsuitable. Bach made chorales of airs 
of secular origin, but when he chose 
them, and passed his magic hands over 
their stately phrases, it was impossible to 


question their adaptability to sacred uses. ©

HREE hundred civilian clergymen— 

Protestant, Catholic and Jewish—are 
needed to volunteer for appointment as 
chaplains in the volunteer reserves, ac- 
cording to an announcement by the 
Army. 

The volunteers are needed to replace 
reservist chaplains now on active duty 
who will soon complete their tours of 
service. The majority of those accepted 
will be assigned to the Chaplain School, 
Fort Slocum, N.Y., for the six-weeks’ 
officer basic course. The initial appoint- 
ment will be in the grade of lieutenant. 

Applicants must be U.S. citizens, ac- 
tively engaged in the civilian ministry, 
endorsed by their own denominations, 
and educationally and physically quali- 
fied. Detailed information may be ob- 
tained from the Chief of Chaplains, De- 
partment of the Army, Washington 25, 
DC. 


Railroaders’ Problem 

Does the scriptural command, “Be ye 
not unequally yoked together with un- 
believers,” have bearing on membership 
in a labor union? 

Two Toledo, Ohio, brothers, Cornelius 
and Charles Delamotte, believe that it 
does. Accordingly they have worked for 
the New York Central Railroad a com- 
bined total of forty-five years without 
joining the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Firemen and Enginemen. 

Recently after the railroad signed a 
union shop agreement, the two men still 
refused to sign up, saying that member- 
ship was contrary to their religious con- 
victions. Dismissal notices from the rail- 
road did not change their stand. In fact, 
the brothers rejected a suggested com- 
promise which would have permitted 
them to retain their jobs by paying dues 
without signing up. 

As the two brothers were about to 
leave their railroad jobs, the firings were 
temporarily cancelled, pending future 
hearing. Later word came that both had 
been discharged. 


All in a Word 

A new ruling by the Federal Security 
Agency is clearing the way for some 
churches and non-profit institutions to 
employ persons over sixty-five or widows 
with dependents who are receiving social 
security benefits. 

Under the 1950 social security law, per- 
sons otherwise eligible for social security 
benefits become ineligible for monthly 
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payments if they earn $50 or more 
monthly in “gainful employment.” The 
new FSA ruling, however, states that 
employment in jobs not covered by social 
security need not be counted as such 
“gainful employment.” 


Emerging Fellowship 

Blueprints for a World Evangelical 
Fellowship to be made up of autonomous 
national units in countries around the 
globe are awaiting ratification following 
the recent international convention of 
evangelicals in Woudschoten, Holland. 

Thirty-five national organizations of 
evangelicals are interested in the new 
world fellowship. Most of them, it is re- 
ported, will meet within the next six 
months to ratify the constitution, by-laws 
and objectives as worked out at the Hol- 
land conference. 

Lieut. Gen. Sir Arthur Smith, of Lon- 
don, England. was named president of a 
Continuing Committee to serve pending 
ratification of the Woudschoten proceed- 
ings. Other members of the committee 
include John Bolten, treasurer; Dr. A. P. 
Guruswamy, Ceylon; Direcktor F. Heit- 
muller, Germany; Rev. K. Hiraide, 
Japan; Dr. Harold John Ockenga, US.; 
Dr. Clarence Jones, Ecuador, and Pastor 
W. Zilz, Germany. 

Four commissions have been set up and 
are now functioning. These include com- 
missions on evangelism, missionary co- 
operation, literature and Christian action 
headed respectively by Dr. Ockenga, Dr. 
Clyde W. Taylor, Dr. Rene Paché and the 
Right Rev. Hugh Gough, Bishop of 
Barking, England. 


Missionary Network 

Latin America, birthplace and cradle 
of missionary radio, has also become the 
birthplace of the world’s first network 
of missionary stations. 

The Pan-American Christian network 
will have its headquarters in San Jose, 
Costa Rica, where it will be able to take 
advantage of the Latin America Mis- 
sion’s station TIFC. Plans call for the 
recording and sharing of high quality 
programs produced by member stations. 





Teamwork in the Pulpit 

A Sunday school class of 16- 
year-old boys with one or two 
prospective preachers probably isn’t 
so rare, but Aubrey Brown, First 
Baptist Church, of Natchez, Miss., 
teaches a class full of quite active 
sermonizers. 

Five boys in the class are popular 
as preachers, working as a team in 
a novel way. Defying all rules of 
homiletics, they all preach the 
same sermon, dividing the subject 
into five parts and each taking five 
minutes to develop and present his 
point. 











A music library will also be maintained 
by the network. 

President of the new network is Dr. 
Clarence W. Jones, of HCJB, Quito, 
Ecuador, where station representatives 
met in September to work out details of 
organization. W. Dayton Roberts, of 
TIFC, is vice-president and treasurer, 
and Paul Pretiz, of HOXO, Panama, is 
secretary.

Sponsors of the network anticipate 
that it will prove a tremendous help and 
incentive for the increase of gospel 
broadcasting through Spanish-speaking 
America. With network assistance, they 
believe, missionaries in strategic cities 
can operate gospel stations presenting 
top-quality programs with the assistance 
of only skeleton crews. Chile and Uru- 
guay are especially open for gospel sta- 
tions, in the opinion of the new network 
manager.

Now, how- 
ever, “Unshackled” is regarded by the 
station as among its top programs and 
the board of the mission has felt led to 
contract for the early evening time after 
seeing how marvelously God is using 
these true stories of conversions to reach 
non-Christians. 


Launching in Japan 

For the first time in history, the 
Lutheran Hour is to be heard over radio 
stations in Japan. According to present 
plans, the program will first be heard 
during November beginning with a 
broadcast over the entire 120-station 
Japanese network. 


More Gospel for Network 

Another gospel broadcast, “The Light 
and Life Hour,” produced by the Free 
Methodist Church of North America, is 
to be heard coast-to-coast this fall and 
winter, at 8:30 Sunday mornings in all 
time zones. A contract for airing on 100 
stations was recently signed with the 
American Broadcasting Company. Spe- 
cial tape recordings will be made from 
the ABC broadcast to be released on mis- 
sionary and foreign stations at Radio, 
Ceylon; Manila, in the Philippines; Qui- 
to, Ecuador; San Jose, Costa Rica; 
Panama City, Panama; and Cap-Haitien, 
Haiti. 


World-wide Reading Circle 

Back in 1943 a lonely Marine on Guad- 
aleanal wrote asking his parents to join 
with him in the daily reading of identi- 
cal passages in their Bibles. Out of this 
beginning has grown the World-wide 
Bible Reading campaign sponsored by the 
American Bible Society each fall. Last 
year twelve million bookmark reading 
lists were distributed in the United 
States and thirty-eight foreign countries. 

Theme for this year’s observance is 
“The Way Out of the Dark.” Free book- 
marks are being provided, listing pass- 
ages for daily reading from Thanksgiving 
to Christmas Day together with some 
briefly stated helps for Bible reading. 
Universal Bible Sunday, to be observed 
December 9, is one of the highlights of 
the month-long campaign. 


Meet the Champion 

Seven state winners competing in the 
“Quotedown” sponsored by the Rural 
Bible Crusade at Wheaton, IIl., recently 
thrilled their audiences with four eve- 
nings’ steady quoting of Scripture verses, 
letter perfect, with references. 

National winner was Marilyn Roth, 14, 
Gridley, Ill., with Pauline Van Ham, 14, 
Pella, Iowa, as runner-up. Neither Mari- 
lyn nor Pauline had made a single mis- 
take up until the close of the fourth ses- 
sion.

“Karl Marx or Jesus Christ,” a bacca- 
laureate address by Dr. V. Raymond Ed- 
man, president of Wheaton College, 
Wheaton, Ill., is being printed in German 
in booklet form for distribution in west- 
ern Europe and in Germany. Distribu- 
tion is to be made partly by army chap- 
lains. 

Some 60,000 copies have already been 
distributed in English-speaking countries, 
some business organizations having given 
copies to employees and customers. There 
is also a braille edition of the message, 
and copies of a Chinese translation have 
been sent to Red China. 


Bible Lands Bound 

Further word from Wheaton College 
tells of plans for another Bible lands 
cruise scheduled for this spring under the 
leadership of Dr. Joseph Free, professor 
uf archaeology. Sailing from New York 
February 15, the party will make port 
calls at several Mediterranean towns of 
historical and biblical interest. A more 
extended stay will be made in Syria and 
Palestine, with return scheduled for late 
March or early April. Arrangements may 
be made for remaining in Palestine for a 
longer period of time or for making a 
tour of Europe after completion of the 
travel in Palestine. 


Those Missionary Questions 

Fifteen hundred potential missionaries 
—all of college age—are expected to par- 
ticipate in the third Inter-Varsity Fel- 
lowship sponsored missionary convention 
to be held during the coming Christmas 
season, December 27-31, at the University 
of Illinois. 


Students’ questions will be answered 
in messages by missionary speakers from 
nine denominational groups, by world 
surveys and by means of small discus- 
sion groups, and in personal consulta- 
tions with approximately seventy-five 
missionaries representing as many mis- 
sion boards. Registrations are expected 
from colleges and universities in the 
United States and Canada as well as 
from Inter-Varsity related groups in 
twenty-one foreign countries. 


For Missionaries in the Making 
A new one-year preparatory course for 
missionary candidates is being taught 
this fall at Trinity Seminary and Bible 
College in Chicago. H. Wilbert Norton, 
veteran missicnary of the Ubangi in 
Belgian Congo, is director in charge of 
this new branch of instruction. 
Approved by the Board of Foreign 
Missions of the Evangelical Free Church 
of America, the course includes training 
in missions, anthropology, linguistics, 
and Free Church missions background. 
A two-year junior college diploma or its 
equivalent and a sound biblical back- 
ground are required for admission. 


Awards for Teachers 

Four awards totaling $250 have been 
made by the Evangelical Teacher Train- 
ing Association to teachers who have is- 
sued the largest number of certificates 
of credit to students in their training 
classes.

Continuing Warfare 

From behind the Iron Curtain and 
from the Vatican new moves are being 
made from week to week in the struggle 
for power. In an encyclical letter the 
Pope has again called upon all Christians 
to unite “under one flag,” the Roman 
Catholic, to fight the “infernal enemy,” 
Communism. Shortly after issuing this 
letter, Rome once more unsheathed its 
strongest weapon, excommunicating all 
Rumanian Catholics responsible for the 
arrest, imprisonment, trial and convic- 
ticn of Msgr. Augustin Pacha or guilty 
of “sacrilegious” actions against other 
clergy or religious leaders in Rumania. 

Meanwhile Communist Hungary is 
said to be drafting young Catholic priests 
for military service, and five more Polish 
priests are reported to have received 
prison sentences, varying from seven to 
twelve years each, for “activity against 
Poland and overthrow of the people’s 
regime.”

Law's for the New Nation 
(Temperance) 


Exodus 19:7, 8a; 23:1-13 


MEMORY SELECTION: All that Jeho- 
vah hath spoken we will do.—Exodus 
19:8, AS.V. 

The sublimity, equity and comprehen- 
siveness of the laws of God as given 
through Moses designate them very defi- 
nitely as of divine origin. Here is a set 
of laws so far in advance of anything 
contemporary that it stands absolutely 
alone and unique. As a matter of fact, 
it is common knowledge that the laws of 
all civilized peoples today have as their 
foundation and basis the morality of the 
Mosaic law. This then is another of the 
many attestations which prove beyond 
doubt to the honest inquiring soul that 
the Bible is the inspired Word of God. 

It is well to remind ourselves that 
though no man is justified by the law, 
this state of affairs has been brought 
about because of human failure, not be- 
cause of the imperfection of the law. As 
a matter of fact, the law is holy, right- 
eous and good (Rom. 7:12; I Tim. 1:8), 
as well as spiritual (Rom. 7:14). Per- 
haps the most striking thing said about 
the law is stated in Galatians 3:21: “Is 
the law then against the promises of 
God? God forbid: for if there had been 
a law given which could make alive, 
verily righteousness would have been of 
the law.” The place of weakness is 
specifically cited: “For what the law 
could not do, in that it was weak through 
the flesh .. .” (Rom. 8:3). 


. The Giving of the Law (Exod. 19: 
7, 8a) 

The scene at the giving of the law is 
one to inspire great reverence. The peo- 
ple of Israel reached the wilderness of 
Sinai in the third month after they left 
Egypt. There at the mount, Moses went 
up to talk with God (v. 3). On coming 
down, he called the elders of the people 
together and told them what Jehovah 
had commanded him. After the people 
had made their response (v. 8), Moses 
returned to the Lord (v. 8b). On this 
visit up the mount he was given instruc- 
tions as to how the people were to pre- 
pare themselves and warning concerning 
the third day (v. 11). Again Moses went 
down to the people, and then for a third 
time went to the top of the mountain 
(v. 20). 

The natural phenomena surrounding 
the giving of the law were most striking. 
As Moses brought the people out to the 
foot of the mount, there were thunders 
and lightnings, a thick cloud upon the 
mount, and the sound of a trumpet ex- 
ceeding loud. The Lord came down amid 
fire and smoke and a great earthquake.

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Returning to the passage selected for 
the lesson itself, when Moses came down 
from the mount for the first time he re- 
ported to those in authority what God 
had said. The Lord had made the prop- 
osition that since the people had seen 
what He had done to the Egyptians and 
had experienced what He had done for 
them, would they now obey His voice and 
keep His covenant (cf. v. 5). It undoubt- 
edly was in answer to this proposition 
that all the people said, “All that Jeho- 
vah hath spoken we will do” (v. 8). We 
cannot but believe that the people were 
deadly in earnest as they made this re- 
ply, although we certainly recognize that 
it was not in them to fulfill the promise 
they made. However, there was the will- 
ingness to assume the _ responsibility. 
Who can doubt that they would have 
had a greater measure of conformity to 
the law of God had they remained in 
close fellowship with Him. 

The history of Israel, of course, shows 
definitely the fact that time after time 
they turned from the Lord and broke 
His law. Thus, so far as God’s teaching 
is concerned, He was setting the stage 
to show that the law could not justify. 
But more, that the law itself would be- 
come our teacher to bring us to Christ, 
because it would show us our own des- 
perate need and shut us up to the offer 
of the divine grace in our blessed Saviour. 


II. Some of the Ordinances (Exod. 
23:1-13) 

In the Authorized Version the word 
“ordinances” is translated “judgments” 
(Exod. 21:1). We have here cataloged 
for us some of the laws of God with re- 
gard to responsibility to man. In the 
lesson selection there are ordinances 
against slander, cruelty, injustice, and 
desecration of the Sabbath. 

In the passage against slander (vv. 
1-3), the witness in a law case is par- 
ticularly in view. Nothing is to be said 
that will in any wise wrest justice. Even 
though the majority is for the side that 
is wrong, that is no reason for the wit- 
ness to be dissuaded from his position. 
Nor is a witness to follow any natural 
desire to be on the side of the poor, if it 
is not on the side of righteousness. 

The ordinances concerning injustice 
(vv. 6-9) contain advice to the man 
charged with the responsibility of deliv- 
ering a verdict. The judge is not to fa- 
vor the wealthy, nor is he to take any 
bribe. He is not to favor the native over 
against the visitor. 

Verses 4 and 5 give instruction con- 
cerning humaneness, which in itself is a 
very wonderful provision made in so 
important a law. 

The final section, verses 10 to 13, has 
to do with desecration of the Sabbath of 
years and the Sabbath of days, and then 
closes with the instruction that the Is- 
raelite is to make no mention of other 
gods. His God is to be supreme. 


November 25 
The People at Worship 
Exodus 29:43-46; 35:21-29 


MORY SELECTION: Take ye from 
among you an offering unto Jehovah; 
whosoever is of a willing heart, let him 
bring it, Jehovah’s offering. — Exodus 
35:5, A.S.V. 


God had a number of objectives in re- 
deeming His people. He wants us to be 
witnesses to Him. Furthermore, when 
He has finished His work with us, He 
will display us to all creatures as tro- 
phies of what His grace has been able to 
do. But one of the greatest purposes God 
has is that He may call into fellowship 
with Himself a people after His name. 

That this matter of communion with 
God is of tremendous importance, not 
only for our own soul’s good, but also to 
satisfy God’s heart, is abundantly attest- 
ed in Scripture. You will remember our 
Lord spoke of Mary of Bethany as hav- 
ing chosen the better part, and that it 
would not be taken from her. All our 
service to God can never displace our 
fellowship with Him. He wants that fel- 
lowship now, and of course heaven is the 
place of abiding fellowship with the Lord 
and with one another. 

It is not strange, therefore, that in the 
giving of the laws of God to His ancient 
people Israel, the Lord stressed this mat- 
ter of fellowship with Himself. Our les- 
son today concerns itself with two pas- 
sages which relate to the people at 
worship, with particular stress on the 
theme of communion with God. 


I. Communion with God (Exod. 29: 
43-46) 

In this revelation of the will of God to 
His ancient people, He stressed the moral 
law, the civil law and the religious cere- 
monies to be observed by His people. It 
is toward the close of the last section 
that we find the passage on God’s pur- 
pose for His people to fellowship with 
Himself. God here promises to meet with 
His people at the tent of meeting (v. 42, 
A.S.V.). In the Revised Version, the tab- 
ernacle is spoken of as “the tent.” God 
said that He would sanctify the tent of 
meeting and the altar, and also Aaron 
and his sons. 

Notice, however, that God says He not 
only would meet with His people (v. 43), 
but would dwell among them (v. 45). 
Thus it is evident that God’s fellowship 
is not merely oral, but is also one of life 
in its fullness. God lives and moves 
among His people; and it is equally true, 
and the opposite end of the paradox, that 
His people live and move in Him. 

In the old economy, no wonder the 
people regarded the tabernacle, and later 
the temple, with such holy aspirations 
and worshipful longing. No wonder the 
psalmist was glad when they said to him, 
“Let us go to the house of the Lord.” 
Here was the place in which God revealed 
Himself, the place where the Word of 
God could be heard, where the individual 
worshiper could commune with His God. 

What a wonderful opportunity is ours 
today. No longer is it necessary to make 
a pilgrimage to a holy place. We remind 
ourselves of the words of the Lord Jesus 
when He said to the Samaritan woman, 
“The hour cometh, when neither in this

be his worshipers. God is a Spirit: and 
they that worship him must worship in 
spirit and truth” (John 4:21-24). 


II. Consecration to God (Exod. 35: 
21-29) 

In order that Israel might have this 
tabernacle in which God could meet with 
them, it was necessary for them to give 
of their substance. Here we have the 
record of their liberal and consecrated 
giving to make possible the erection of 
the tabernacle. 

We cannot miss the emphasis on the 
fact that these gifts were given volun- 
tarily and joyously. Notice the language: 
“They came, every one whose heart 
stirred him up, and every one whom his 
spirit made willing. They came, both 
men and women, as many as were will- 
ing-hearted . . . All the women whose 
heart stirred them up... every man and 
woman, whose heart made them willing 
to bring for all the work” (vv. 21, 22, 26, 
29). 

Neither pressure nor cajolery was need- 
ed to make these people give. Undoubt- 
edly first of all, they had given them- 
selves (cf. II Cor. 8:5). Having given 
themselves, and seeing the need and 
realizing that which the gift would make 
possible in the way of fellowship with 
God, the people were willing to give of 
their resources. 

What they brought is called “Jeho- 
vah’s offering” (vv. 21, 24). These people 
were not giving to Moses, they were not 
even giving in a primary sense to build a 
tabernacle. They were giving to God. 
Notice the list of what they brought: 
brooches, earrings, signet rings, armlets, 
all jewels of gold; blue, purple, scarlet 
and fine linen; goats’ hair, rams’ skins 
dyed red, sealskins; acacia wood; silver, 
brass, onyx stones, and all the stones to 
be set for the ephod and the breastplate; 
the spice, the oil for the light, the anoint- 
ing oil. 

All these things were brought willingly 
and gladly by the people whose hearts 
God had so deeply touched. They were 
living close enough to God to hear Him 
speak and understand what He wanted 
in the way of their possessions. Perhaps 
one of the reasons some of us are so 
loath to give as generously and gladly as 
these people is the fact that we aren’t 
living close enough to God. Certainly, 
any child of God, born of the Holy Spirit, 
washed in blood of Christ and filled with 
the Holy Spirit will be abundantly glad 
to give, not only what he has, but to 
give himself utterly and completely to 
the will of God.

A Doubting and Disobedient 
People 
Numbers 14:1-11 

MEMORY SELECTION: If we confess 
our sins, he is faithful and righteous to 
forgive us our sins, and to cleanse us 
from all unrighteousness—I John 1:9, 
AS.V. 

We have the record of the spies going 
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to Canaan in Numbers 13. The names of 
all twelve men are given (vv. 4-16), but 
so far as most people are concerned, only 
two remain in mind, that of Caleb and 
Joshua. 

By God’s command (Num. 13:1, 2), 
Moses sent out the twelve to view the 
land and the people that lived in it. 
Forty days later they returned with their 
report. All that God had said about the 
land was abundantly confirmed by all of 
the spies. They had a united report, at 
least up to a point. They said, “We came 
unto the land whither thou sentest us; 
and surely it floweth with milk and 
honey; and this is the fruit of it. 

“Howbeit,” they continued, “the people 
that dwell in the land are strong, and the 
cities are fortified, and very great.” While 
undoubtedly Caleb and Joshua agreed 
with the other ten concerning the 
strength of the people, these two men 
proposed that they go in immediately and 
possess the land. However, the majority 
of the spies was against them, and blunt- 
ly said, “We are not able to go up against 
the people; for they are stronger than 
we” (v. 31). It is at this juncture that 
we find Israel in the Scripture selection 
for today’s lesson. 


I. Remorse (Num. 14:1-3) 

Hearing the report of the majority of 
the spies and believing it, Israel turned 
against Moses and Aaron. Their familiar 
cry, “Would that we had died in the land 
of Egypt! or would that we had died in 
this wilderness!” (v. 2) was heard once 
more. Forgotten were the hardships and 


» even the death faced in Egypt, forgotten 
' were all the experiences that the Lord 
: had taught them on the way as to His 
| faithfulness. 


Though we must be careful as to how 


we censure the people of God in olden 
| days, there is no question but their action 
' was a sin against God. But if this is a 
>» great sin, how much greater is our sin 


when, with far less provocation, we fail 
to trust God. 


II. Rebellion (Num. 14:4) 
Not. only did the people suggest that 


_ they return to Egypt, but some actually 


went so far as to start a revolution by 
saying one to another, “Let us make a 
captain, and let us return into Egypt.” 


' Here then was not only a throwing off of 


the will of God, but casting aside the 
man appointed by God for this specific 
ministry of leading them into the land 
of promise. 


III. Remonstrance (Num. 14:5-9) 
It was at this juncture that Joshua 


/ and Caleb rent their clothes. They cried 


out that the question was not whether 
they could conquer the land of Canaan, 


' but whether they were in a position to 
' have God delight in them (v. 8). They 
' pled with the people not to rebel against 
_ Jehovah, and not to fear the people of 


the land, “for,’’ said they, “they are bread 
for us: their defense is removed from 
over them, and Jehovah is with us: fear 


_ them not” (v. 9). 


IV. Rejection (Num. 14:10a) 

So great was the rebellion and so full 
of antipathy were the hearts of the peo- 
ple, the congregation spoke of stoning 
Caleb and Joshua. This rejection of the 
two faithful spies was not simply a turn-

ally a willful refusal of Jehovah Himself. 
To speak of stoning men who had brought 
back a true report and who believed God, 
was a crowning sin so far as Israel was 
concerned. 


V. Revelation (Num. 14:10b, 11) 

Suddenly in the midst of all the oppo- 
sition and bitterness and the hatred of 
the multitude against Caleb and Joshua, 
Jehovah came to their defense. His 
glory appeared in the tent of meeting, 
and He spoke to Moses: “How long will 
this people despise me? and how long 
wiil they not believe in me, for all the 
signs which I have wrought among 
them?” 

The opposition was stilled, the decision 
to go back to Egypt was annulled. But 
alas, it was too late for Israel to experi- 
ence the directive will of God that might 
well have taken them into Canaan at 
once. The fury of the Almighty was 
aroused, and it was only the intercession 
of Moses that prevented God’s smiting 
and disinheriting them, and making of 
Moses a nation greater and mightier than 
Israel. 

How many are the lessons which we 
should learn from such a passage. God 
truly is a jealous God; He truly is One 
who by no means will clear the guilty; 
He is not to be tampered with. A doubt- 
ing and disobedient people will bring 
upon themselves His judgment. Thank 
God for the gospel of the grace of our 
Lord Jesus Christ. Thank God that as 
individuals, born again, we have been 
brought into God’s family. But let us 
never forget that we are to be His obe- 
dient children. When we are disobedient, 
He will deal with us in tremendous chas- 
tisement if necessary. 

Oh, that we would understand some- 
thing of the holiness of God and some- 
thing of the governmental principle upon 
which He deals with us. While no child 
of God needs to fear that he will be lost, 
he ought to fear the disapproval of the 
Lord; he ought to fear lest in any wise 
he cause grief to the heart of the One 
who loves him and gave Himself for him. 





December 9 
Moses*° Charge to the People 
Deuteronomy 390:15-31:3; 33:27-29a 
MEMORY SELECTION: 
The eternal God is thy dwelling-place, 


And underneath are the everlasting arms. 
—Deuteronomy 33:27, A.S.V. 


In the Scripture selected for our lesson 
today, we have the conclusion of the 
Palestinian, or Deuteronomic covenant as 
it is sometimes called, and also the words 
of blessing of Moses upon his people ere 
he left them. It is well to remember that 
an integral part of the Palestinian cove- 
nant is the fact that God indicates that 
when Israel has experienced not only the 
blessing but also the curse,.they will re- 
turn unto the Lord (Deut. 30:1, 2). 

Concerning that time God makes this 
unconditional pledge: “Then Jehovah 
thy God will turn thy captivity, and have 
compassion upon thee, and will return 
and gather thee from all the peoples, 
whither Jehovah thy God hath scattered 
thee” (v. 3). Up to the time of that ulti- 
mate regathering of Israel, however, it is 
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abundantly clear from this covenant that 
God’s blessing rests upon Israel condi- 
tionally. Because of this fact, the words 
of warning in the first Scripture selection 
are of particular relevancy and impor- 
tance. 


I. The Warning of Moses (Deut. 30: 
15-31:3) 

In this passage we have before us the 
two possible choices that Israel actually 
might make, with the consequences of 
either choice. The alternatives are set 
before us very explicitly and bluntly as 
life and death, good and evil. The way 
of life and good is the way of obedience 
to the Lord, loving Him and walking in 
His ways, keeping His commandments. 
The way of death and evil is to worship 
other gods and serve them. God gave 
these alternatives to Moses to present to 
Israel; not the thought simply of a man, 
but the specific word of God to His an- 
cient people. 

Obeying God and loving Him would 
result in blessing on Israel in the land 
(v. 16). Turning away from Him, of 
being enticed to follow other gods, would 
result in destruction, and shortening of 
their days in the land. Thus the alter- 
natives were set up very clearly and defi- 
nitely. 

Notice that God Himself says, “I call 
heaven and earth to witness against you 
this day, that I have set before thee life 
and death, the blessing and the curse: 
therefore choose life, that thou mayest 
live, thou and thy seed” (v. 19). How 
desirous God is that we choose the way 
of life. What a God of infinite grace and 
patience He is. While He will not make 
us automatons, He does plead with us, 
and uses every device open to Him that 
we, will make the choice of loving Him. 

Verse 20 is the Old Testament classic 
passage on the New Testament truth that 
the Lord Himself is our life. David un- 
derstood that fact and said, “Jehovah is 
my light and my salvation ... He is the 
strength of my life” (cf. Ps. 27). So long 
as Israel had a love for God and a desire 
to obey Him, He would be their strength, 
their help, their very life. 

What a sobering occasion it was. Here 
was a man one hundred twenty years old. 
He wasn’t going to be able to lead Israel 
any longer, and he knew it. He was not 
to go over the Jordan, although doubt- 
less there was an intense longing to do so. 
He was saying good-by with these words 
of warning, placing before his people the 
two choices and their consequences. He 
reminds Israel that God will go over be- 
fore them, that He will destroy the na- 
tions before them. Then Moses names 
Joshua as his successor (31:3). 


II. The Blessing of Moses (Deut. 33: 
27-29) 

The poetry in Deuteronomy 32 and 33 
(see A.S.V.) has been aptly called the 
swan song of Moses. The second of these 
poems (ch. 33) is the blessing he used in 
his benediction upon the people for whom 
he had given his life and whom he loved 
so deeply. 

He speaks of Reuben, of Judah, Levi, 
Benjamin, Joseph (Ephraim and Manas- 
seh) , Zebulun, Issachar, Gad, Dan, Naph- 
tali, and Asher. One by one he brings 
the tribes to mind and pronounces the 
benediction of God upon them (only 
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HALF THE AUDIENCE RAISED THEIR HANDS

Moses concludes with these wonderful 
words of our lesson today. They speak 
of God as the home of His people, as the 
tender Protector and Provider, as the 
Warrior for His people. And so he sees 
Israel dwelling in safety, the fountain of 
Jacob alone, the grain and the new wine, 
the heavens dropping dew. He lifts his 
heart to God in thanksgiving and says to 
Israel: 


“Happy art thou, O Israel: 

Who is like unto thee, a people saved 
by Jehovah, 

The shield of thy help, 

And the sword of thy excellency! 

And thine enemies shall submit them- 
selves unto thee; 

And thou shalt tread upon their high 
places.” 


Thus it is seen that Moses’ last words 
remind Israel of their wonderful privi- 
lege. No wonder, when this man was 
taken from them, Israel wept for him for 
thirty days. How wonderful to live so 
full a life to the glory of God, and to live 
it right to the end. Happy is such a peo- 
ple to have a man of God like Moses to 
remind them of their responsibility and 
to invoke the blessing of God upon them.

DISCOURAGEMENT 

It was advertised that the devil’s tools 
were for sale. On the date of the sale 
the tools were placed for public inspec- 
tion, each being marked with its sale 
price. They were a treacherous lot of 
instruments: hatred, envy, deceit, jeal- 
ousy, lying, pride, and so on. Laid apart 
from the rest was a harmless-looking 
tool, well-worn, and priced very high. 

“What is the name of this tool?” asked 
one of the purchasers, pointing to it. 

“That is discouragement,” tersely re- 
plied the devil. 

“Why have you priced it so high?” 

“Because it is more useful to me than 
any of the others. I can pry open a 
man’s heart with that, and get inside, 
when I cannot get near him with the 
other tools. Once -I get inside, I can 
make him do what I choose. It is badly 
worn because I use it on almost every one. 

The devil’s price for discouragement 
was so high that it was never sold. Dis- 
couragement is still the devil’s tool, and 
he is using it today on God’s own people. 

Do you know that a man was once 
court-martialed and sentenced to a year’s 
imprisonment for being a discourager? 

It happened during the Boer War at 
the siege of Ladysmith. The fortunes of 
the town and the garrison were hanging 
in the balance. This civilian would go 
along the lines and speak discouraging 
words to the men on duty. He struck no 
blow for the enemy, not one. He was 
just a discourager, and that in a critical 
time. The court-martial judged it a 
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crime to speak disheartening words in an 
hour like that. 

The Sunday School Times tells about 
two pastors’ wives visiting together. One 
said: “I don’t know what we shall do. 
My husband is so discouraged about his 
work. He doesn’t even care to visit the 
people any more and pray with them. 
He just sits around at home nearly all 
the time.” The other minister’s wife 
said: “We’re getting along just fine. My: 
husband just enjoys calling on people, 
and they like to have him kneel and pray 
with them in their homes.”

One was 
mending her husband’s trousers at the 
seat, the other was mending her hus- 
band’s trousers at the knees.

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THANKFUL ONE DAY 

Anybody can be thankful on one day of 
the year. At least, it ought to be pos- 
sible for even the most gloomy and pes- 
simistic person to rouse up to grateful 
feeling on the high tide of an annual 
Thanksgiving Day. No doubt, it is some- 
thing to pipe even one little song in a 
whole year of discontent and complain- 
ing—the kind of living with which some 
people fill their years. God must be 
pleased to have some people grateful even 
for a few moments in a long period of 
time, and to hear them sing even once 
in a year.

New Testament to Colossians 2:14: 
“Blotting out the handwriting of ordi- 
nances that was against us, which was 
contrary to us, and took it out of the 
way, nailing it to his cross.” She read 
the verse aloud and had one after an- 
other of the women read it. Suddenly a 
light broke on the face of Josephine, one 
of the mothers. Later Mrs. Heibert 
talked to her until she had assurance of 
salvation. 

In two weeks’ time Josephine had read 
all but three chapters of the New Testa- 
ment. She prayed with a burden for the 
unsaved, and testified, ‘““My eyes are al- 
ways open to Jesus.” 


+ -THE response is not always so ready. 
When the Fullers first moved to the mi- 
grant camp where Jean Wilson lived, her 
family resented the missionaries’ inter- 
est. Life had been so hard that the Wil- 
sons had given up the struggle against 
poverty and dirt. The family of thirteen 
lived in a 15x15 shack, sleeping under 
dirty quilts which were rolled up during 
the day. The father and brothers, when 
they had a little money, laid around 
drunk. The foreman even ordered them 
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to move because they were so lazy. 

Jean was fifteen, an unattractive girl 
with uncombed, tangled hair, who had 
never owned a dress that fit her. More 
and more frequently she could be found 
in the vicinity of the Fullers’ trailer with 
a wistful look on her plain face. 

Mrs. Fuller spent three days combing 
and working with Jean’s hair until it 
was clean and curled. She gave the girl 
a pretty dress, and as she helped her 
clean up, she talked to Jean about the 
Lord Jesus. It seemed as if Jean were 
slow to understand, but one heartening 
day she accepted Christ as Saviour. 

Instantly she went home and began to 
clean up the shack and tell her mother 
and sisters that they must believe in 
Jesus. The family resented the change 
in Jean, but she did persuade her mother 
to go to a meeting. 

Afterward, when Mr. Blakeman spoke 
to her, the mother said, “I heard this 
gospel once before. When I was a child, 
I wanted to believe, but my parents said 
I was too young and must wait. And 
so I’ve waited.” 

She wouldn’t receive Christ that night, 
and as she and Jean walked back through 
the camp, the mother fell down in a mud 
puddle. Jean ran back to Mr. Blakeman, 
who, when he saw how ill the women 
was, told the father to phone for an 
ambulance. But the ambulance was busy 
—as in most cases when a migrant 
phones. Mr. Blakeman then phoned and 
soon the ambulance came to take the 
mother to the hospital. Within a few 
days, she was operated on. 

Impressed by all the missionaries had 
done for Jean and their mother, the 
family began attending the meetings. 
While the mother was still in the hospi- 
tal, Blakeman led her to the Lord, and 
also one of Jean’s brothers, while driving 
him to the hospital to see his mother. 

One by one the family was saved. The 
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...and I hate everybody” pouts Judy, “I wish I 


could run away.” 

Ten years old, and already she’s found the world 
an unfriendly place. First it’s school, then the kids . . . every- 
body picks on her. And at home the baby gets all the atten- 
tion. Judy is sullen and resentful because she feels no one 
understands or cares about her problems. Judy’s reactions to 
her world may seem foolish and immature,and yet millions 
of men and women the world over share her feelings.

Moy Gwong of South China, by Elgin 
S. Moyer. 

A Chinese laundryman in Chicago, re- 
cently arrived from China, attended Sun- 
day School and came 
to know the Saviour. 
This was the begin- 
ning of Moy Gwong’s 
forty years of service 
for Christ. He had 
come to the United 
States to earn money 
for his family in 
South China, leaving 
his young wife at 
home. When he be- 
came a Christian he 
sent back to have his 
wife instructed in 
Christian things. He 
himself stayed on in 
this country until nearly a dozen years had 
passed, preparing himself thorou ly for 
the Christian ministry. Afterward he re- 
turned to his homeland to take up the 
work. From then until his way 1d oi story 
is practically the story of the South China 
Mission of the Church of the ‘een. 
This book is a tribute to his sacrificial 
Christian ministry by one who knew him 
well and is familiar with the region where 
he labored. The author is a member of the 
faculty of Moody Bible Institute.

Dream and Reality, An Essay in Auto- 
biography, by Nicolas Berdyaev. 

An absorbing interest, analogous to the 
fascination that many sea voyagers find in 
the pulsations of the mighty engine that 
drives the ship across ocean wastes to its 
destined haven, attaches to the autcbiog- 
raphies of great and influential thinkers, 
jak as the subject of the volume here 
under review. While no more than a strange 
name to the average American, Berdyaev, 
who passed away only a little over a year 
ago, was the outstanding Russian thinker 
of his day and one of the world’s supremely 
great philosophers. This ry re- 
veals him falling successively under the 

spell of the cultural life of Czarist Russia, 
the political excitement of the great Bolshe- 
vik revolution, and finally of Christianity 
as found in the liturgical Eastern Church. 
It was after his exile from Russia for op- 
posing Communism that he made a pro- 
fession of the Christian faith. The reader 
is carried along upon the swirling, tumul- 
tuous currents of the intellectual and 
emotional stresses that repeatedly swept 
through Berdyaev’s soul. 

The dominant strains in his philosophy 
were, (1) an insistence upon the transcend- 
ence of the eternal as over against all that 
was temporal and finite, and (2) his im- 
passioned advocacy of freedom in every 
realm of thought and life (a book dealing 
with his life and work has been entitled 
Berdyaev, Captive of Freedom). But while 
embracing Christianity as his personal 
faith, neither in this book nor in his other 
writings does he disclose any very intel- 
ligent comprehension of the distinctive 
truths of the religion he professed. Again 
and again in his books we find the land- 
marks of Christian doctrine buried beneath 
the inrolling fogs of philosophical specula- 
tion. Let us hope that, despite his intel- 
lectual misapprehensions, he may have 
experienced a heart appropriation of the 
grace of God in Christ.

Protestant Thought in the Twentieth 
Century, edited by Arnold S. Nash. 


In this symposium of twentieth century 
Protestant thought, in such varied fields as 
Old and New Testament research, the 
philosophy of religion, systematic theology, 
Christian ethics, and church history, we 
find the stage occupied almost entirely by 
liberals. The contributions of conservative 
scholars are either ignored or dismissed 
with a scornful wave of the hand. Because 
of this pronounced bias in favor of the 
modernist as over against the evangelical 
position, we cannot recommend this book.

Esther, by Norah Lofts. 

This is one of Mrs. Loft’s popular psycho- 
logical portraits of Old Testament women. 
It is a dramatic presentation of a very 
appealing Bible character, written in a 
graphic and moving style. In reading a 
book of this kind, one must remember that, 
although based on historical fact, the inci- 
dents as portrayed in full are fictional in 
character; they go beyond the biblical 
record and are as the author supposes they 
might have taken place. Unfortunately, 
there are a number of minor errors in Eng- 
lish which were not caught by the editors.

The Shorter Oxford Bible. 


Abridged and edited by G. W. Briggs, 
Caird, and N. Micklem, this is an 
edition planned for general reading, with 
selections from the Scriptures, arranged in 
chronological order. A number of selections 
from the apocryphal books are included 
“to bridge the gap in time between the 
Old and New Testaments.” The King James 
Version is used for the canonical books and 
the Revised for the apocryphal. 

Although in the preface the editors ac- 
knowledge the Bible to be “the Word of 
God.” some of the notes reject the his- 
toricity of various Old Testament events. 
The second and third Isaiah view is main- 
tained. Resurrection is held to be not “the 
reanimation of the flesh, but the victory of 
the whole personality over death.” The 
comments on sin and justification, however, 


are in accord with evangelical doctrine.

Sons of Adam, by Samuel M. Zwemer. 


Dr. Zwemer, one of the founders of the 
Arabian mission and the world’s leading 
authority on Moslem missions, presents 
this, his fiftieth book; it is an informative 
and dramatic study of — 
Testament characters. Dr. Zwemer ows 
the East, having made it his lifetime home; 
and he knows his Bible, having made it 
his lifelong study. We particularly enjoyed 
the chapters entitled “Hagar and Ishmael,” 
“Moses and Samson,” and “Ezekiel’s 
Wheels.” The book is enriched by allusions 
to Milton, Kipling, Browning, and others, 
and by numerous quotations from litera- 
ture. Dr. Zwemer is both a scholar and a 
faithful contender for the historicity of the 
Old Testament Scriptures.

Christian Philosophy and Science, by 
James C. Coggins. 

The general thesis of this book is good. 
The author aims at “a vindication of Bible 
teaching.” He deals with many aspects of 
supernaturalism, including miracles and 
nanan Much of what he presents is ex- 
cellent, but the net result would have been 
stronger and more convincing as proof of 
the accuracy of Scripture had he done two 
things. Avoidance of theory—such as Adam 
being the author of the Hebrew language 
—and a greater dependence on the plain 
statements of the Bible would have 
strengthened his case. Again, avoidance of 
such a controversial subject as Anglo- 
Israelism, which he champions, would have 
left his thesis less vulnerable. He is to be 
commended, however, for his faithfulness 
to the person and work of Christ and to the 
dependability of Scripture.

Communism’s Challenge to Christian- 
ity, by Arthur Voobus. 


The author of this book is professor of 
Theology at Chicago Lutheran Theological 
Seminary. An Estonian refugee from Toes 
munist Russia’s domination of his native 
land, he tells something of the horrors 
which his and the other Baltic nations have 
suffered at the hands of the Soviet con- 
querors. Declaring that it is the Church’s 
responsibility to fight for liberty in the 
present world situation, he calls on the 
Church to put aside sectarian differences 
and unite for the defense of the free world 
and the liberation of that part of the world 
which is now held in the chains of Com- 
munism. One particularly striking point he 
makes is this: that the enslaved half of 
the weld knows the realities of Commun- 
ism, but has no power to achieve freedom; 
and that the free half has the power, but 
is ignorant of the realities.

Jesus and the Jewish Tradition, by 
Morris Goldstein, Rabbi. 


The object of this volume is to supply 
the lack of a continuous and_ complete 
“story of what is known regarding Jesus 
in Jewish life and literature” (italics ours). 
All such references from ancient times till 
modern, direct and indirect, are examined 
under the searchlight of painstaking schol- 
arship with alleged objectivity. Some of 
these are shown to be false; other passages 
are declared to be genuine references which 
have not been recognized before. One pur- 
pose of the author, which no doubt to a 
large extent has been accomplished, is to 
show that many of these references are not 
the disparagement of and insult to Jesus 
and Christianity which hasbeen so fre- 
quently charged, although there is probably 
some measure of truth in the charge. 

The author also purports to give more 
of the historical background of Christ’s life 
as a help in understanding His person, and 
would reconstruct that life for us in ac- 
cordance with Jewish tradition. While the 
volume is a fascinating study and invalu- 
able to the student of comparative religion, 
there is no basis of comparison for the be-

Winifred, a seventh termer in the 
Christian Education Course, looked 
around her room in new Houghton Hall 
appreciatively. “I like it very much and 
think it’s beautiful,” she remarked when 
asked how she liked her new living quar- 
ters. 

Her room has pale yellow walls, a Hol- 
lywood bed, a modern chest of drawers 
and desk of light wood, and chair to 
match with a Chinese red plastic cover. 

Winifred, who transferred from Smith 
Hall (830 Building), commented on the 
change, “We hated to break up our bunch 
on sixth floor in the 830 Building, but I 
think we'll make friends over here very 
soon.” 

A new student, Mary, from Gary, Ind., 
is in a double room. When asked her re- 
action on hearing that she was to live 
in a brand new building, she remarked 
with sincere enthusiasm, “I thought it 
was wonderful and praise the Lord for 
being here. I was surprised when I saw 
the building. It goes above my expecta- 
tion. Everything is so convenient!” 

The new building contains 205 double 
and 40 single rooms, which have walls of 
pale yellow, green or blue. There is ample 
book sheif space in each room. 

Students are informed of visitors, mes- 
sages or calls at the information desk by 
means of a buzzer system in their rooms. 
Should a girl be away from her room, an 
indicator shows, on her return, that there 
is a message at the desk. 

Girls, just as do boys, like to eat! So 
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a snack kitchen adjoins the lounge on 
each floor to add to the pleasure of liv- 
ing in Houghton Hall. A large space on 
the roof will give opportunity for vari- 
ous get-togethers, outdoor study, and re- 
laxation in the air and sunshine. 

On the cold, windy days of a Chicago 
winter, students will welcome the cozi- 
ness of a fire in the fireplace of the 
guest reception room on the first floor, 
as well as in the large lounge on second 
floor. The reception room and game room 
are located on first floor, just off the 
lobby. 

Yes, Houghton Hall is bringing pleas- 


ure and inspiration to many women stu- 
dents, some away from home for the first 
time. 


The number of women enrolled for the 
fall semester is 486, including 166 new 
students, 305 continuing, and 15 former. 
The total number of men enrolled is 460. 
Of this number 150 are new, 295 contin- 
uing, and 15 former students.

One of the highlights of WMBI’s 
twenty-fifth anniversary celebration, 
Sept. 16-22, was a rally for listeners to 
the station’s Shut-in Program.

Some time later, King was going 
through the same cell house and one of 
the men hailed him. “Say, chaplain, 
who was that guy that talked about 
bread and wife (Bread of Life)? I don’t 
know what that means, but he talked 
about some bread that I’ve wanted all 
my life. I want to take Jesus Christ as 
my Saviour.” 

So far, Mr. King has heard of at least 
five who that day decided for Christ as 
a result of the broadcast.

Mr. Kim’s broad smile became familiar 
to Institute employees when he worked 
not only on translations but also on 
sound tracks in Korean. He found many 
problems connected with his translation 
work, because of the fact that the Ko- 
rean vocabulary was allowed to decline 
during the thirty-six years of Japanese 
occupation. During this time, Koreans 
were forced to use the Japanese lan- 
guage. There are no Korean characters 
for such words as grunion, cyclotron 
and TNT. 

After graduating from a law school at 
Choo Oh University in Tokyo in 1943, 
Mr. Kim was forced to serve in the Japa- 
nese army in China. He also taught high 
school in Seoul and was chairman of the 
Union of Korean Christian Youth. 

Here as a guest of the state depart- 
ment, Mr. Schneider is observing Chris- 
tian youth work in the United States. 
He has studied at the Free University 
in Berlin. One of the difficulties he en- 
countered in translating film scripts, he 
said, was the timing of the sentences so 
that the German sound track would be 
the same length as the English sound

Progressive Protestantism. Such schools, 
designed to indoctrinate young children 
with Communism, are being started all 
over the country. Communist party mem- 
bers reportedly are the teachers. More 
than 160 of these schools have been 
closed by local authorities in recent years 


FRANCE—Final approval of a bitterly 
controversial measure providing for in- 
direct state aid to Roman Catholic 
schools is virtually assured following its 
passage by the National Assembly. Ap- 
proved in spite of the opposition of So- 
cialists and Communists, the bill pro- 
vides for a grant of 950,000,000 francs 
$2,428,570) to be used for scholarships 
‘or needy students in private as well as 
state schools. Some 30 per cent of the 
aation’s students are enrolled in Catho- 
lic schools. 

ISRAEL—Sites in the Holy Land made 
sacred by association with the Lord Jesus 
Christ may soon be materially altered or 
disappear altogether if plans for ,pro- 
posed irrigation and power projects are 
carried out. Following an abnormally low 
cainfall last winter, the Sea of Galilee 
nas been partially dammed at its outlet 
ana most of its surplus water diverted 
from the Jordan to Israeli farms on the 
west. The water level of the Jordan ha: 
accordingly dropped so greatly that the 
traditional site where Christ was bap- 
tized by John is virtually dry. 

As an alternative to letting the Jordan 
iry up, it has been proposed that a svs- 
em of canals be built which would bring 


salt water from the Mediterranean into 
the Jordan’s bed where it would be used 
to generate electricity. Other plans call 
for damming up the waters of the Sea of 
Galilee (now the Sea of Tiberias) to a 
point where part of the Galilee area 
would be flooded. 


» Thieves, according to Dr. W. Landon 
Miller, pastor of First Baptist Church, 
Brookhaven, Miss., stole his wire record- 
er, and—he can hardly believe it—a large 
file of completely written sermons. 


» An enrollment of nearly nine hundred 
students, with three or four hundred en- 
rolled in evening school, is reported hy 
the Bible Institute of Los Angeles. 


» Primary Days, a new Sunday school 
paper for primaries, has been announced 
by Victor E. Cory, president of Scripture 
Press, Chicago, Ill. Although the paper 
retains the name of a leaflet formerly 
issued by Scripture Press, the publication 
carries a new format. 


» Twenty-one ousted West Point cadets 
have been accepted by the University of 
Notre Dame for expense-free education 
under an offer by an unidentified mil- 
lionaire. The donor required that cadets 
show financial need and agree not to par- 
ticipate in intercollegiate athletics. The 
students were expelled from West Point 
for cheating. 

>» Many American and Canadian church- 
es plan to observe the twenty-first annual 
Men and Missions Day Sunday, Novem- 
ber 11, according to announcement by 
the Laymen’s Missionary Movement. 
Chicago, Ill. Theme for the occasion is 
“Christ or Chaos.”

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BIG GAME Day 


THANKSGIVING Day to the average 
young person is “big game” day—tur- 

key and football. Whether the family 
custom is turkey first or after the game, 
it’s a great day that brings keen compe- 
tition and good groceries—the most popu- 
lar pastimes for teen-agers. Of course 
there’s nothing wrong with turkey, stuff- 
ing and football. But we wonder what 
George Washington did without football! 

Washington’s the one who proclaimed 
Thanksgiving in the first place. Here’s 
the way he looked at it: 

“Whereas it is the duty of all nations 
to acknowledge the providence of Al- 
mighty God, to obey His will, to be grate- 
ful for His benefits, and humbly to im- 
plore His protection, aid and favors... 
Now, therefore, I do recommend and 
assign Thursday, the twenty-sixth day of 
November next, to be devoted by the peo- 
ple of these States to the service of that 
great and glorious Being, who is the 
Beneficient Author of all the good that 
was, that is, or that will be; that we may 
then all unite in rendering unto Him our 
sincere and humble thanks for His kind 
care and protection of the people of this 
country, and for all the great and vari- 
ous favors which He has been pleased to 
confer upon us.” 

Quite a contrast to our “big game” 
day isn’t it? The explanation is simple 
—we’ve kept the day but lost the mean- 
ing. This may be due to the fact. that 
real thanksgiving is a Christian grace 
which the unsaved person cannot appre- 
hend. But the Christian young person 
is instructed often in Scripture to “be 
thankful,” and not for one day only. 

God places a premium on thankfulness 
and public thanksgiving. The Bible is 
full of it, from Genesis to Revelation. 
Thanksgiving is peculiarly a Christian 
virtue. Only in the documents of Chris- 
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tian truth is the vital place of thanksgiv- 
ing fully expounded. 

In His instructions for thanksgiving on 
the part of His children, God sets forth 
key principles to follow. Paul expresses 
one in these words: “Giving thanks al- 
ways for all things unto God and the 
Father in the name of our Lord Jesus 
Christ” (Eph. 5:20). “Giving thanks al- 
ways for ALL THINGS”—that’s a big 
order. It includes thankfulness for all 
the calamities and heartaches and chas- 
tisements and valley experiences—every- 
thing. That includes the good and the 
bad as we judge things. Again, Paul de- 
clares: “In everything give thanks: for 
this is the will of God in Christ Jesus 
concerning you” (I Thess. 5:18). 

Did God really say through Paul, “IN 
ALL THINGS give thanks’? Yes, He 
did, and He meant it. He emphasizes the 
thought by saying, “This is the will of 
God in Christ Jesus concerning you.” 

It may appear to be rubbing salt in 
open wounds to ask Christians to give 
thanks for hardships and persecutions; 
but when you stop to consider it, there’s 
no easier or more victorious way to bear 
such experiences. Griping certainly never 
eases the burden; but seeing God at work, 
trusting Him to fulfill His purpose, and 
giving Him thanks, will fortify the Chris- 
tian. 

In this we have the example of the 
apostles. When the apostles were beaten 
by the Sanhedrin, they rejoiced “that

they were counted worthy to suffer shame 
for his name” (Acts 5:41). Imprisoned 
“at midnight Paul and Silas prayed, and 
sang praises unto God” (Acts 16:25). 

If these two principles of Christian 
thanksgiving are followed faithfully, an- 
other will naturally be fulfilled. In He- 
brews 13:15 we are exhorted to “offer the 
sacrifice of praise to God continually, 
that is, the fruit of our lips giving thanks 
to his name.” Elsewhere Paul indicates 
that thanksgiving should be the charac- 
terizing attitude of the Christian (Eph. 
5:4; Col. 3:15). Continual, ceaseless 
thanksgiving should mark the life and 
conversation of the child of God. 

Certainly what God has done for us in 
Christ is ample cause for making thanks- 
giving our endless occupation. (Note the 
list of our possessions in Christ in Eph. 
1:13, 14.) Often, however, the greatest 
blessings of the Christian life are below 
the surface, and always the inherent 
thanklessness of the natural man drags 
against the promptings of the heart to 
give thanks. That is why exhortations 
and commands to give thanks are so fre- 
quent in the New Testament. 

We will never be “thankful” Christians 
in our own strength. The secret is found 
in the context of our first principle, where 
Paul indicates that continual thanksgiv- 
ing is a result and a manifestation of 
being “filled with the Spirit” (Eph. 5:18). 

There’s no better time than right now 
—Thanksgiving Day, 1951—to begin a life 
of ceaseless thanksgiving in all things 
and for all things. Enjoy the turkey and 
the football . .. if you’re sitting in a 
bleacher instead of in a fox hole, be 
thankful . . . give thought and praise to 
the countless privileges that are yours, 
and you will experience an inner glow 
that will mean more than the “big game” 
tingle of excitement.

When we saw how they snatch 
up tracts, Gospels, Bibles—how they 
treasure them and read every word—we 
couldn’t help but remember the many 
times we have seen discarded, crumpled 
up tracts on our streets at home, or 
dusty, forgotten Bibles lying around un- 
read. Sometimes we ran short of Gos- 
pels. When this happened, those present 
would tear out pages, sharing one Gospel 
with several persons. 

Even in Kuro, when we arrived on 
Buddha’s birthday and 7,000 people, 
young and old, were kneeling in the 
streets, we were allowed to preach the 
gospel! Much to our amazement, when 
we first arrived we heard them singing 
“Buddha loves me,” to the tune of our 
“Jesus Loves Me.” It was a great thrill 
preaching to these people about our liv- 
ing Christ, as they were worshiping their 
dead Buddha. 

The Japanese young people are alert 
and open, and they want to know the 
answer to their problems. They bend 
over backward in their willingness to 
help or serve. One morning at Fukuoko 
we preached to the students in the Police 
Training School. There were 304 pro- 
fessions. When 300 ushers were needed 
for the evening rally the new converts 
went to work. In Kocki, with some 10,000 
in a stadium, 200 ushers were needed and 
238 answered the request. 

Our greatest meetings and opportuni- 
ties in all Japan were with the college 
and high school young people. It is pos- 
sible to hold meetings with mass student 
bodies inside Japan’s colleges, universi- 
ties and high schools—a privilege almost 
unknown in America. 

In Nagoya, the scheduled meeting was 
for 7:00 p.m., but long before the meeting 
began, the crowds were so great and en- 
thusiasm so overwhelming, they broke 
down the door and poured into the sta- 
dium. It was packed to capacity, and 
hundreds responded to the invitation. At 
all our rallies Gil Dodds put on exhibition 
races preceding the meetings, and ran 
against Japan’s top runners, rain or 
shine. He won every race. It was easy 
to preach the gospel to them after Gil 
came through victoriously, climaxing it 
with a word of testimony for the Lord. 

Japan is a fertile field, but the time is 
short! Although there is still a great 
hunger in the hearts of many for the 
Word of God, the devil is working. Even 
within this past year, there is a change 
seen; for the people in the larger cities, 
especially in the ranks of higher educa- 
tion, are gaining confidence in self, and 
pride is returning as the marks of war 
are forgotten. All the more reason why 
we must get the gospel in now while they 
want it and the door is open.

re reading the article in the August YouTH SUPPLEMENT, “What I Want in 
a Man,” I have been disturbed by a philosophy which the writer portrays— 
one which I believe actually hinders marriage.

This is right and good. The Lord does lead in this respect. But it is time that 
these fine Christian girls wake up and realize that there is more involved than 
that. 

Every Christian young woman should be as attractive as is possible. Her hair 
should be fixed becomingly, her clothes should be well chosen, and she should 
not neglect her figure. She should give an impression of good grooming in gen- 
eral. Finally—and most important—is her fine character, gendered by her love 
for Christ and her desire to serve Him. 

Of utmost importance to the Christian woman is that the man she is inter- 
ested in loves the Lord. But contrary to what the writer of the above-mentioned 
article says, it does matter whether he is large or small, short or tall, handsome 
or homely. It does matter whether his education or interest in it matches hers. 
It matters what kind of ambitions he has for the future—what he intends to do 
to make a living for his beloved. It matters whether she is musical and he needs 
a basket to carry his tunes in; whether he has an interest in sports and she is 
bored silly by them. 

One more factor. There are so many, many lovely girls that are pining away 
with loneliness. They are excellent Christians, really living for the Lord. They 
are attractive, they are kind, they are good. And they would make wonderful 
wives. But it so happens that the sphere in which they move just doesn’t have 
any marriageable men in it. 

As these girls become older, they will feel this loneliness even more. It be- 
hooves these dear ones to find new interests, perhaps even a change of location. 
If it is right to marry, it is right to put oneself in a position where one can meet 
someone to marry. Think of the happy marriages you know where there has 
been a definite desire on the part of the girl to “get her man.” In this, one must 
step with extreme caution, but it can be done in a sincere, Christian way. 

Faith and works—can’t they apply here too? I say they can: I’ve proved it. 
The Lord has given me a wonderful husband—and consequently a happy life.

AST year as I stood on one of the 
tropical green hills of Bataan, I 
saw row upon row of still white crosses 
stretching out over the earth before me. 
A lump rose in my throat. My eyes 
dimmed with tears. The remains of high 
school pals lay buried there on that 
Philippine hillside. 

Then there came to my mind the words 
of John R. Mott, spoken in 1920: “Un- 
less we immediately send ten thousand 
missionaries to Japan it will soon be 
necessary to send a hundred thousand 
soldiers.” 

We did not send the missionaries, but 
the 100,000 soldiers now lie still under 
lonely white crosses scattered over the 
South Pacific isles. 

Before the collapse of Free China a 
missionary there said to me, “Unless 
thousands of American young men go to 
the Orient with the gospel now, they soon 
will have to go with guns.” The Korean 
war has shown how true his statement 
was. 

Certainly the motive for sending mis- 
sionaries should not be to avoid wars, but 
to get the gospel out. However, history 
backs up the case that when men have 
not gone forth voluntarily with the gos- 
pel, God has allowed them to be forced 
out. 


+ Have you ever noticed the contrast be- 
tween Acts 1:8 and Acts 8:1? In the first 
of these verses our Lord promised power 
for a purpose. But the disciples failed to 
fulfill that purpose. They stayed in Jeru- 
salem when our Lord had told them to 
go to the uttermost part of the earth. 
And when they did not go voluntarily 
out of Jerusalem, the Lord allowed them 
to be scattered abroad by violence (Acts 
8:1). 

Stephen died in the process. But they 
that were scattered abroad went every- 
where preaching the Word. In chapter 11 
we are told that those who were driven 
out of Jerusalem traveled as far as 
Phenice and Cyprus and Antioch, preach- 
ing the Word. The hand of the Lord was 
with them, and a great number believed 
and turned unto the Lord. Thus churches 
began to be established throughout the 
world. 

God works the same way today. Last 
winter I was on the island of Okinawa. 
There I learned that the people had 
heard the gospel for the first time from 
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foreign 


men in

American soldiers. There are mission- 
aries on Okinawa now who felt the call 
of God to return after having first been 
sent there by the Army and Marine 
Corps. 

In Manila I talked with Jesse Miller, 
who was one of the few survivors of the 
infamous Bataan death march. He has 
gone back as a missionary. Last year he 
and his wife were kidnapped at gunpoint 
by the Communist guerrillas, but when 
they learned that he was a survivor of 
the death march, they let them go. 

In Japan a missionary named Jacob 
DeShazer is being mightily used of God. 
His call to the field came during three 
terrible years in a Japanese prison camp. 
He was one of General Doolittle’s crew 
in the first air raid on Tokyo in 1942. 

And all around the earth today there 
are hundreds of young men who have 
gone out as ambassadors for Christ, not 
voluntarily, but after having been thrust 
out to the fields by the exigencies of war. 


+ Gop permitted the same sort of thing 
in Korea a couple of years ago. Just be- 
fore the outbreak of the war in 1950 I 
witnessed a tremendous spiritual awak- 
ening in Southern Korea. There were 
3,000 daily at daybreak pzayer meetings 
and 30,000 daily at evangelistic meetings. 
On one occasion some 100,000 persons 
gathered for a huge evangelistic rally in 
Taegu. The entire nation was shaken by 
the power of God. 

There had been great revivals in Korea

before, but they had always been in the 
North ... north of the ancient capital 
of Kaesong (site of the cease-fire talks) 
on the thirty-eighth parallel. In 1907, 
and again in 1919, North Korea was 
shaken by mighty revivals, and huge 
churches were established everywhere. 
But these revivals did not make a notice- 
able impact upon the South. 

So what did God do? He allowed Korea 
to be divided at the thirty-eighth par- 
allel. A million refugees fled to, the 
South to escape Communist oppression 
in the North. Among them were the 
strongest of the North Korean pastors, 
and through their zealous efforts a great 
spiritual awakening swept South Korea. 

Of the pastors who remained in North 
Korea, many were drafted into the Red 
army. Recent reports from Chaplain 
Harold Voelkel in Pusan indicate that 
these draftees have won to Christ sol- 
diers from all parts of North Korea, 
Manchuria, and China. They have ac- 
tually established organized churches 
among the 200,000 Communist soldiers 
who are now being held in the United 
Nations prisoner-of-war camps near 
Pusan. 

These pastors did not go voluntarily 
out of their home communities, but when 
they were drafted they went everywhere 
preaching the Word. 


+ It is interesting to note that in the 
early Church the pioneer work of mis-

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Success Squared-away

Hi, everyone! 


Last month we promised to continue the discussion of success, with topics con- 


cerning success in the four main phases of your young people’s lives. 


So here 


they are. But, of course, success can’t be restricted to any one phase of life, so 
these topics overlap and interweave to make up the whole structure of a success- 
ful life. And a life is like a human body, with its digestive system, its nervous 
system, and its muscular system. Failure of any one system to function properly 


means a breakdown of the whole body. 


To be successful, we must succeed before 


the Lord, at work or school, at home, and in our social contacts. 


I. Suecess in the Spiritual Life 

In reality this is the subject of the en- 
tire Bible. On its every page are the rec- 
ords of successes or failures, or instruc- 
tions for success and warnings against 
failure. But to simplify the subject, we 
suggest that you use the very understand- 
able illustration of success that Jesus 
used in John 15, the vine and the 
branches. 

Why not prepare a large grapevine, 
complete with detachable leaves and clus- 
ters of grapes, for use on a flannelboard 
or blackboard. If some of your young- 
sters are artistic, put them to work. 

In preparation, study diligently the 
following passages. Don’t use them all 
in your meeting; that would be confus- 
ing. But study the subject thoroughly 
so you know what you're talking about. 
What, next to salvation, is as important 
as living a successful Christian life? 

This may be one of the most important 
meetings of the year in your group. Have 
they ever considered that nothing in the 
world keeps people from the Lord as 
much as Christians who are fouled up, 
and not living the way God intends for 
them to live? 

Scripture reading: John 15:1-8. 

A. Being Joined to the Vine. Salva- 
tion is the first step in success. Don’t 
get bogged down in a discussion of 
whether a branch can get out of the vine. 
Every Christian is in the vine to stay. 
The point here is “abiding” in the vine. 
We have been initially cleansed when 
saved (see v. 3; also Isa. 1:18; I Cor. 
6:11), but need daily cleansing to abide 
in fellowship (v. 2, with 13:10; I John 
1:7-9; II Tim. 2:21). 

B. Our Abiding in Him. This depends 
on obedience (see v. 10; also Eph. 3:17- 
19; Col. 2:6, 7; Prov. 12:8, 12). 

C. His Abiding in Us. This depends on 
His Word (see v. 7, together with Col. 
3:16; I John 4:12, 13). 

D. The Results of Abiding: Fruitbear- 
ing. This, in turn, brings glory to God 
(read Matt. 7:16-20; Eph. 5:9; Gal. 5:22, 
23). Here is where you can bring in 
group participation. Give out these verses 
to be read and discussed, and pin the 
fruits on the vine as you discuss them. 
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These are the marks of a_ successful 
Christian life. 


II. Suecess in Social Life 

A truly successful social life is going to 
be the result of a truly successful spir- 
itual life. This may be a surprise to your 
group. They may have had the idea that 
a Christian can’t expect to be successful 
socially, because he lives in a_ hostile 
world. You can turn their surprise into 
a profound impression by proving to them 
that a successful spiritual life will pro- 
duce a successful social life—in your dis- 
cussion and in your own example. 

Going back to last Sunday’s meeting, 
list the fruit of the Spirit found in Gala- 
tians 5:22, 23: love, joy, peace, longsuf- 
fering, and so on. Then lead the group 
in a discussion of the effect a person’s 
life would make on others if these were 
the characteristics of that life. In a 
sense, love is the basis of all of them; so 
get a good modern English translation of 
the New Testament (like J. B. Phillips’ 
Letters to Young Churches) and read 
I Corinthians 13, applying each state- 
ment concerning love to your own lives. 

The question may come up, What 
should be our relationship to the un- 
saved? Aren’t we supposed to cut our- 
selves off from them and have nothing 
more to do with them than we have to? 
No, a careful reading of the Word will 
show that we are to have friends among 
the unsaved, friends for whom we are 
praying, friends we are seeking to lead 
to the Lord, though our intimate friends 
should only be among Christians. Read 
these enlightening passages: 

Colossians 4:5, 6: We must “walk in 
wisdom” toward the unsaved, not passing 
up any opportunity, but being considerate 
and tactful. 

I Timothy 3:7; I Thessalonians 4:11, 
12: We must have a “good report” among 
the unsaved. Our reputation must be 
such that we command their respect. 
What a wonderful example we have in 
our Lord Himself. Sinners, lepers, the 
common folks, the immoral crowd loved 
Him and thronged to Him. What gen- 
tleness, compassion, and understanding 
He showed them all. It was the stony- 
hearted, hypocritical religious leaders 


who feared and hated Him, though they 
found no fault in Him. He showed up 
their corruption and threatened their 
power, but “sinners” loved Him. Do un- 
saved people like to be around you? 
Ephesians 5:11: We are not to be 
linked up with those who deny our Lord, 
in our intimate associations and friend- 
ships (see also II Cor. 6:14). But we are 
to be known for our selflessness, our ~ 
friendliness and love. 


III. Success in School or Work 

We go a step further now from the past 
two Sunday’s discussions. Our spiritual 
lives must, basically, be right with the 
Lord. Then our attitude toward others, 
our social lives, must be in line with 
God’s desires, before we can be success- 
ful in the work which occupies our time. 
Everything said heretofore applies to this 
realm of our lives, but there are, in addi- 
tion, some Scripture passages which 
apply even more specifically to working 
and studying. Let’s discuss them this 
week: 

II Timothy 2:15; I Thessalonians 4:i1, 
12: “Workmen that need not to be 
ashamed, approved unto God” is the 
ideal Paul holds up to us. We are to be 
diligent, to “mean business,” to “put out” 
in the work or study that confronts us. 

Philippians 2:3: Every selfish, unworthy 
motive is to be ruled out, such as acting 
in spite, or for personal advancement. 
We are not to “get even” with those who 
wrong us. God will take care of our 
“rights.” Give the other fellow the break; 
actually put his interests ahead of yours. 
Too high a standard? That’s the whole 
point. It takes the grace of God to make 
us aS He wants us to be. 

I Corinthians 15:58: “Stick-to-it-ive- 
ness” is an almost forgotten quality that 
employers are desperately looking for. 
Nothing will commend you more than 
dependability. Whatever God gives you 
to do, stick with it, and don’t give up 
when the going gets hard or the job 
seems monotonous. 

Titus 1:16; James 2:17; Revelation 
3:1, 2: The way in which we do our daily 
work shows the genuineness of our faith 
in the Lord. People have a right to see 
in our lives the reality of our faith. Does 
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our work show it? A Christian should 
be the most diligent student in his class, 
the best worker in the office. Anything 
short of his best is a disgrace to his Lord 
and a hindrance in bringing others to 
the Lord. 


IV. Success in Home Life 

We will all agree, surely, that the hard- 
est place to live for the Lord is right at 
home. Things irritate and annoy us 
more when they concern those with 
whom we live so closely, yet home is the 
place where we can best show what 
Christ means to us. If we do not live 
for Christ at home, we do not really live 
for Him anywhere. 

But there are some verses that specifi- 
cally define the attitude of parents and 
children in the home. 

Parents: Ephesians 6:4 and Colossians 
3:21 tell parents not to continually harp 
on their children’s failings and criticize 
to the extent that they become discour- 
aged and feel that they can never do 
anything right. 

Children: But even more is said to the 
children. We are taught three things. 
First, we are to obey our parents (see 
Col. 3:20; Eph. 6:1). 

Second, we are to respect our parents, 
as Ephesians 6:2, 3 teaches. We are to 
learn respect for authority. Our parents 
are responsible to teach it to us. We are 
responsible to be subject to them, just 
as was Christ (Luke 2:51). 

Finally, we are to learn from our par- 
ents. Proverbs 4:1-4 sets forth this God- 
given relationship whereby the parent is 
to instruct the child. It’s wonderful when 
you have Christian parents. Learn well 
from them. It’s easy to say, “They’re old 
folks; they don’t understand us,” but 
actually they know a lot more than you 
give them credit for. (Remember that 
some day when you are grown and have a 
family, your kids may say that about 
you!) God has given you parents to in- 
struct you. Take heed to what they say, 
and you will be honoring your Lord.

sions and evangelism was done by so- 
called laymen. The apostles stayed in 
Jerusalem until churches had been estab- 
lished in Samaria, Antioch, and other 
cities, and then they sent out ministers 
such as Barnabas (Acts 11:22) to help 
the new churches. 

Here again we have a parallel in the 
modern situation. When I first went to 
Japan in 1949 I found literally dozens of 
Bible classes being taught by American 
soldiers. Many of them later developed 
into indigenous churches. 

Christian civilians working with the 
occupation were equally active. One 
American nurse, who later was made the 
head of all public health nursing in 
Japan, was teaching three Bible classes a 
week. I attended one of her classes and 
found more than fifty Japanese student 
nurses present, plus about a dozen doc- 
tors. As I left the classroom, I could not 
help but feel sorry for all the other nurses 
in Japan who might also be in a Bible 
class if only more Christian nurses from 
America were there to teach them. 


+ So often these days young people are

deceived by a popular misconception 
about only a select group being in full- 
time Christian service. There is no basis 
whatever in the New Testament for such 
an idea. The biblical pattern is for every 
Christian to be a missionary. The pioneer 
work in the first century was done more 
by laymen than by apostles. Even the 
apostle Paul often operated as a layman. 
In Corinth he worked as a tentmaker and 
won to the Lord his business associates, 
Aquila and Priscilla. Within eighteen 
months they had established a church. 

When Paul left Corinth, he took Aquila 
and Priscilla with him as far as Ephesus, 
then moved on leaving them there to 
open a new tent shop and start a church. 

We could operate the same way today 
if we only would. 

As I write this, I have just been talking 
with a Christian businessman whose firm 
is building a huge dam and power plant 
in an Asiatic country that has never ad- 
mitted Christian missionaries. They are 
sending out hundreds of American 
draftsmen, engineers, electricians, car- 
penters, plumbers, painters, and others 
to work on the project. What an oppor- 
tunity for Christian men and women to 
be witnesses for Christ in a land where 
no missionary has ever gone! 


+ As a matter of fact, there are many 
places where laymen can witness more 
effectively than ordained missionaries. In 
such countries, the professional mission- 
ary must spend many years trying to 
overcome religious prejudice before he 
can obtain a hearing. 

Take South America for example. Four 
missionary families went to a certain city 
and established a mission compound and 
Protestant school. But the people would 
not come near it. They avoided the 
Protestants as they would lepers. To be 
seen near the compound was a social dis- 
grace. Thus the four missionary families 
were able to win only eight converts in 
ten years, mostly from among those who 
were already social outcasts. 

Then a Christian woman from the 
United States went to that city to teach 
English in the university. She lived in 
the university community and gained im- 
mediate respect because of the dignity of 
her profession. The South American in- 
telligentsia, disgusted with the corruption 
and superstition they saw in the estab- 
lished church, flocked to this woman to 
learn of her personal faith in the living 
Christ. She started a Bible study group 
for these inquirers and soon had two 


dozen in attendance, including two 
priests. During her first year in South 
America, this woman won eleven persons 
to Christ, more than four missionary 
families had won in ten years. 

In saying this I do not wish in any way 
to minimize the importance of sending 
out missionaries. The ordained mission- 
ary is still by far the most important 
foreign arm of the Church. The need for 
them is as great as ever. My point is 
simply to show that there is more than 
one way to get the job done. 

Just because God has not gifted you 
to be a preacher is no excuse for saying 
that you cannot be a missionary. You 
can go abroad in some other capacity, 
and there you can be a witness for Christ 
with whatever gifts God has given you. 


+ Now to point out some of the oppor- 
tunities. 

1. The greatest single need is for 
evangelists and Bible teachers, espe- 
cially in Japan, Formosa, Europe, and 
Africa. 

2. There is an ever-present need for 
workers to supplement the ordained 
missionary. Every mission board re- 
quires the services of technical experts 
in various fields, such as mechanics, 
radio technicians, secretaries, teachers, 
doctors and nurses. 

3. Next there is an urgent need for 
Christian teachers to go abroad to as- 
sume teaching positions in secular in- 
stitutions, and be witnesses for Christ, 
such as the woman in South America. 
There are many openings in USS. terri- 
tories, such as Alaska and Hawaii, in 
Ethiopia and other parts of Africa, in 
most of Latin America, in the Moslem 
countries of West Asia, in India, Siam 
and the Philippines. 

4. Another unique opportunity is for 
Christian youth to go abroad as stu- 
dents in the world’s great universities 
and win the other students to Christ. 
In China today the Communists will 
allow no evangelistic work to be done 
among students, except that Christian 
students are free to witness to their 
fellows. Therefore some who already 
have their degrees have enrolled again 
as freshmen and are going all the way 
through again in order to witness for 
Christ to the students. Few Americans 
are so consecrated. However, some 
American Christians have gone to 
Mexico City, Paris, and Switzerland to 
be student ambassadors for Christ. 
There is a great missionary oppor- 

tunity awaiting any American youth who 
will go as a student to the University of 
Hawaii, the University of the Philippines, 
Hong Kong University, the American 
University of Beirut in Lebanon, or any 
of the universities in India. Lectures are 
in English at all of these institutions, and 
their academic standards are as high as 
many of our state universities here in 
America. 

5. Finally, there are opportunities in 
all parts of the free world for Christian 
laymen to go out as ambassadors for 
Christ while serving as doctors, nurses, 
salesmen, business administrators, en- 
gineers, mechanics, truck drivers, tech- 
nicians, and a thousand and one other 
jobs. 

The important thing is to get going.
